— When  the  Houm  of^Conunoiu  opened  thb 
afternoon.  Major  Andrews,  of  Winnipeg,  asked  the  Prime  Minister  if 
he  wqnld  steto  the  attitude  of  the  Government  toward  colledhre 
bargaininc*  This,  he  said,  was  the  basb  of  the  sjrmpathetic  strike 
wUch^had  ocoored  hi  his  Sly. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  replied  that  the  Government  was  thoroaghly 
that  diere  was  tfiroaghoat  the  worid  a  condition  of  industrial 
in  some  eoontries  had  reached  an  acato  stage,  but  he  was 
Jhapefol  tlMt  in  tUs  countrjr  matters  would  not  go  so  far.  He  reminded 
the  House  that  the  Gov«mnent  had  under  consideration  conditions 
that  might  arise  in  this  country  in  the  change  from  war  conditioiis  to 
peace  conditions  by  reason  of  the  demobiliaation  of  many  tfiousiuids 
of  men. 

With  the  great  distance  from  the  tfieatre  of  war,  he  said,  it  was 
IIknv^  ■'  ^*^  t>>»v  that  the  return  and  demobilisation  might  occcqpy 
18  months  or  two  years,  but  owing  to  the  very  energetic  measures 
taken  the  task  would  occupy  much  less  time. 

The  Premier  mentioned  that  during  his  absence  a  royal  commis- 
aion  had  been  appointed  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Justice 
MetJMtre  of  Winnipeg  to  consider  and  make  suggestions  regarding  the 
indwrftrial  relations  between  employers  and  employees. 

This  commisskm  was  still  actively  at  woiit,  and  no  doubt  would 
have  to  consider  and  rwpatt  to  the  Government  upon  the.partiealar 
question  which  Major  Andrews  had  put  to  him.  He  realized,  said 
Sir  Robert,  that  the  stress  and  strain  of  the  warm  this  a»  wen  as  other 
countries  had  inffeasefi  the  difficulty  of  effediac  ad>imineats  between 
emiifoyers  and  thefa*  employees.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  both 
p^lTjIss  wotddh^Mdcavor  to  Hftike  the  best  of  conditions,  and  that 
eiqkloyers  would  bear  In  mind  the  recommendations  with  regard  ib 
labor  made  at-llte  peace  conference.  ^

upon  the  tuHK  of  establishliiK  auch  a 
unity  of  nations  an  would  makb  -war 
Impoaaible,  and  aureiy  they  should  bo

Mr.  Blondin  had  said  that  the  Oov- 
ernment  regarded  such  a  strike  as 
unwarranted,  and  with  regard  to  such 
employees  as  sought  to  embarrass  the 
Government  in  the  distribuUon  of 
mall  he  would  say  that  It  was  en- 
tirely incompatible  with  loyal  service

Rlj(lits  of  Public  ' 

Referring  to  tjie  strike  in  Winni- 
peg, HIr  Hubert  said  that  if  the  needs 
of  the  peoifTe  as  a  whole  were  to  be 
regarded,  a  complete  distortion  of  the 
public  service  TOUld  not  be  permitted 
when  founded  upon  such  reasons  as 
were  put  forward  by  the  postal  em- 
ployees of  Winnipeg.  Employees  of 
the  public  service  were  In  a  different 
p4aitlon  from  employees  of  a  private 
employer.  The  service  in  which 
public  servants  ware  engaged  had  a 
direct  relationship  to  the  maintenance 
of  tew  and  order. 

"In  deallag  with  the  situation  In 
Winnipeg."  aaid  Sir  Robert,  "there 
are  certain  fundamental  considera- 
tions which.  I  hope,  will  commend 
themselves  to  the  people's  representa- 
tives in  this  parliament,  and  Indeed, 
to  the  country  as  a  whole.  In  the 
Unit  place,  we  are  absolutely  deter- 
mined that  law  and  order  shall  lba 
maintained,  and  consequently,  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  members  of  the 
oivU  service  can  not  be  permitted  to 
distort  the  public  service '  under  the 
conditions  which  have  arisen. 

"The  Government  expects  them  to 
discharge  a  public  duty.  They  must 
make  their  choice  as  to  whether  they 
wll  serve  the  public  a*  a  whole  or 
whether  they  will  abandon,  otiik  and 
for  all.  the  public  service."

Sir  Robert  was  of  the  opinion  that 
fvery  possible  facility  should  be 
fiven  for  disousslon  between  employ- 
ers and  employees,  and  for  the  mak- 
ing ef  arrangements  .  which  would 
brInK  about  industrial  peace  and 
stabilised  conditions,  to  the  end  that 
wasteful  employment  might  be  put 
on  one  side  and  other  methods  sub- 
•tltuted  to  bring  about  Justice  and 
:vmove  any  Inequality. 

After  cltln*  the  stAteih'ent  made  by 
Senator  Robertson  in  regard  to  col- 
lective bargaining.  Sir  Robert  said 
that  what  was  called  the  right  of  ool- 
leotlvs  bargaining,  as  it  had  been  In- 
terpreted, might  have  an  unfortunate 
effect.  So  far  as  the  men  were  con- 
cerned It  might  have  the  effect  of 
placing  them  and  the  tebor  unions  in 
such  a  situation  that  they  could  not 
rfiiake  their  bargains  except  as  sub- 
ject to  iM>me  central  body.  The  term 
oolleotlve  baurgalning  shouM  have  an 
exact  deflnltlon  as  to  what  Is  meant.

WASHINGTON,  May  27.— The 
American  navaL  seaplane  NC-4  ar- 
rived at  Ltisbon.  Portugal,  at  4:01 
p.m..  Washington  time,  completing 
the  first  transatlantic  flight.  The 
ship  made  the  distance  from  Ponta 
Delgada  to  Lisbon  in  nine  htfurs  and 
44  minutes,  making  her  actual  flying 
time  in  crossing  the  Atlantic  from 
Newfoundland  2C  hours  and  41 
minutes. 

PONTA  DBliGADA,  May  27.— The 
arrival  of  the  NC-4  at  Lisbon  marks 
the  completion  of  the  first  transat- 
lantic air  flight  In  history,  with  the 
coveted  honor  going  to  a  machine 
designed,  built  and  manned  by 
Americans. 

Flotilla  Commander  Woortman,  at 
ponta  Delgada,  has  received  a  radio 
message  relayed  from  the  plane  say- 
ing;' :•■,•.  '■.>.-■ 

"We  are  safely  on  the  ether  side 
of  the  pond." 

Later  meeaages  reported  the  crew 
all  well,  and  gave  brief  details  of  the 
arrival  in  Portugal.  The  engines 
worked  splendidly  and.  apparently 
there  was  no  untoward  incident  of 
any  kind. 

LISBON,  May  27.— The  achieve- 
ment of  the  transatlantic  air  flight, 
with  Lisbon  as  the  flrst  European 
stopping  place,  has  aroused  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  Portuguese  as  no 
event  has  stirred  tht-m^  for  many 
years.  When  the  American  seaplane 
NC-4  came  over  the  Tagus  River  thia 
evening,  the  populace,  crowding  all 
places  of  vantage,  gave  full  expres- 
sion to  this  enthusiasm  by  cheers  of 
welcome,  the  booming  of  guns  and 
the  ringing  of  bells. 

For  days  the  people  of  Lisbon 'had 
been  awaiting  the  completion  of  this 
momentous  voyage  over  the  Atlantic, 
and.  though  disappointed  from  day 
to  day  through  the  inability  of  Com- 
mander Read's  craft  to  continue  its 
flight  because  of  unfavorable  weather 
conditions,  yet  each  day  they  looked 
hopefully  toward  the  west  for  the 
coming  of  the  Americans. 

EJarly  In  the  day  wofd  was  flashed 
that  the  NC-4  had  started,  and  at  in- 
tervals there  were  bulletins  •  of  the 
progress  made.  The  whole  city  was 
en  fete,  and  during  the  latter  hours 
virtually  all  business  was  abandoned

Minister  of  Labor  Shows  the  True 
.    Situation  at  Winnipeg 


CALGARY,  May  27.— Mayor  Marahall  of  Calgary  has 
received  the  following  telegram  from  Senator  the  Hon.  Gideon 
Robertson,  Minister  of  Labor,  which  the  latter  sent  from  Win- 
nipeg last  night : 

"Replying  to  your  telegram.  I  have  been  here  since  Thurs- 
day last,  and  have  very' carefully  considered  the  causes  of  the 
existine  general  strike,  which  the  strike  conmiittee  claimed  was 
called  tor  the  purpose  of  forcing  upon  certsin  employers  recog- 
nition of  the  workmen's  right  to-  collective  bargaining. 

'  "The  employers  affected  proved  conclusively  that  they  had 
no  objection  to  their  employees  organizing  themselves,  and 
these  employers  have  dealt  "with  committees  of  their  employees, 
elected  as  representatives  of  various  crafts  tmions  concerning 
their  industry. 

"The  employers  have  furthermore  expressed  perfect  willing- 
ness to  meet  and  confer  with  executive  officers  of  the  various 
organizations  if  desired,  but  they  refused  to  deal  with  a  body 
known  as  the  Metal  Trades  Council,  which  is  elected  by  other 
employees  outside  of  their  own.  ' 

"Twenty-four  hours  before  the  sympathetic  strike  was  cslled 
the  Premier  of  Manitoba  urged  an  adjustment  of  the  matters  in 
idispute  by  arbitration,  and,  in  a  final  attempt  to  avert  a  general 
Strike,  asked  the  committee  if  they  would  cancel  the  strike  pro- 
vided the  employers  would  agree  to  recognize  the  Metal  Trades 
Council.    To  this  question  a  negative  reply  was  given. 

"Subsequently,  events  have  proved  conclusively  that  the 
nkotive  behind  the  general  strike  effort  was  for  the  ptirpose  ol 
assimring  control  and  direction  of  industrial  affairs,  also  of 
municipal.  Provincial  and  Federal  activities,  so  far  as  they  are 
being  carried  on  in  this  city,  and  with  the  avowed  intention  of 
extending  that  control  to  a  wider  field. 

"I  have  no  hesiution  in  saying  that  the  'One  Big  Union* 
movement  is  the  tmderlying  cause  of  the  wbok  trouble,  and  that 
the  Winnipeg  general  strike  deserves  no  sympathy  or  support 
from  the  Isbor  organisations  outside  Winnipeg.

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^  LONDON,  May  27.— Kerry  G.  Haw- 
ker and  Lleut.-Commander  Mackenzie 
Qrleve  were  riven  a  remarkable  re- 
ception on  their  arrival  in  Iiondon  to- 
nlzht  from  Northern  Scotland,  where 
they  were  landed  on  Monday  morn- 
inz. 

Such  enthusiasm  as  was  shown  in 
the  zreetinz  of  the  two  intrepid  air- 
men probably  never  has  bfeen  exceed- 
ed, except  In  the  times  of  coronation. 

The  crowds  bezan  ratherinz  early 
In  the  afternoon  in  the  route  from 
Hw  TSltway  Itttlfth'tO^the^Xefb  CIuB, 
where  Hawker  and  Grieve  were  for- 
xnally  welcomed  on  behalf  of  London. 
When  the  train  pull*d  into  the  sta- 
tion the  entire  line  slooz  which  the 
procession  was  to  pass  was  Jammed 
wilh    cl^eerlnz    people. 

A  foretaste  of  the  zreat  welcome 
that  the  aviators  were  to  receive  came 
durinz  the  afternoon  when  Mrs.  Haw- 
ker went  to  the  railroad  station  to 
proceed  to  Grantham  to  meet  her 
husband.  The  thronz  about  the  sta- 
tion loudly  cheered  the  plucky  little 
woman  who  never  zave  up  confldence 
that  her  husband  ultimately  would  bo 
rescued. 

Afrtvinz  in  London,  headed  by  an 
Australian  band  and  a  body  of  Aus- 
tralian troops.  Hawker  and  Grieve 
passed  throuzh  the  densely  packed 
streets  on  the  way  to  the  Aero  Club.

In  every  town  throuzh  which  the 
train  carrylnz  the  airmen  passed 
crowds  of  people  zathered  to  cheer 
them.  Wherever  the  train  stopped 
oflldal  receptions  were  extended  the 
heroes. 

Asked  whether  he  would,  make  an- 
other attempt  to  fly  across  the  At- 
lantic.   Hawker    said    tonizht:

Hawker's  Alrptane  Picked  Up 

ST.  JOHN'S,  Nfld..  May  J  7.— The 
Sopwlth  plane  In  which  Harry 
Hawker  and  McK^nsle  Grieve  at- 
tempted to  fly  across  the  Atlantic, 
was  picked  up  in  latitude  49.40 
north,  lonzltude  29.08  west,  by  the 
American  ship  Lake  Charlottesville, 
accordlnz  to  a  radio  messaze  received 
by  the  Fumess  liner  Sachem  and  re- 
layed here  today. 

The  message  from  the  Lake  Char- 
lottesville was  received  flrst  by  the 
Fumess  liner  Blstree  Oranze.  In  it 
Captain  ElverHon  said  he  had  taken 
aboard  parts  of  the  plane  and  all  oi 
the  mall  It  carried,  and  was  proceod- 
Inz  to  Falmouth.  Enzland. 

LONDON,  May  27.— In  a  further 
statement  made  to  the  Dally  Mail's 
correspondent  at  Edinburzh  today  by 
Harry  O.  Hawker  rezardlnz  his  at- 
tempt to  cross  the  Atlantic,  Hawker 
said: 

"We  started  becaase  the  weather 
was  better  and  the  moon  was  dying 
fast,  and  if  we  had  not  started  then 
we  mizkt  have  missed  the  chance  of 
belnz  the  flrst  across. 

"The  Americans  wera  off;  they 
were  very  serious  propositions.  They 
had  one  lez  to  zo  and  we  had  onTe  to 
zo.  We  knew  that  one  American 
machine  had  reached  the  Asore*.  and 
reports  came  that  all  three  were 
there.  That  was  very  serious,  and  we 
had  decided  overnlzht  with  .Captain 
Raynham  (who  was  to  attempt  the 
flight  from  St.  John's  in  a  Martin- 
syde)  that  we  would  start  if  the 
weather  was  at  all  hopeful.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  we  went  away  on 
fewer  weather-  reports  ,than  we  had 
ay  day  previously.  It  waa  a  splendid 
zet-off — much  better  than  we  ex- 
pected. 

"We  passed  over  QuidividI  at 
2,000  feet,  beinz  alx  miles  from  the 
airdrome  in  a  straight  line,  a  Jolly 
Zood  climb  with  that  load.  We  saw 
Raynham  and  hta  machine,  sur- 
rounded by  a  crowdt  and  kissed  blm 
zoodbye."

This  is  the  first  aotual 
Idle  day,  two  llblldays  having  inter- 
vened, but  with  the  exception  of  pump- 
ing operations  in  one  mine  and  two 
fans  going,  not  a  wheel  Is  being  turned. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
strikes  here  the  fire  Iwsses  are  not  on 
duty,  as  they  refused  to  do  other  than 
inspection  work.

Lettish  and  Finnish  reds,  who  are  said  to  have  mastered  the  soviet 
auUiorities  after  heavy  street  fighting.  Workmen  are  patrolling  the 
wdrkingmen's  district  to  prevent  the  Chinese  from  pillaging.  The 
Bolsheviki  have  placarded  the  aty,  threatening  to  execute  the  bour- 
geois class  ff  they  are  compelled^  to^leave  the  formeiT  capital^ 

PARIS,  May  27. — Dispatches  received  in  Paris  today  aimounc«

chak's  armies  again  are  advancing  against  the  Bolsheviki.  who  arc

LONDON,  May  27. — ^The  Allied  and  Associated  powers  have 
made  arrangements  to  feed  Petrograd  and  render  assistance  to  the 
starving  population  after  the  expulsion  of  the  Bolsheviki.  Herbert 
C,.  Hoover,  the  head  of  the  Allied  relief,  has  the  details  in  hand.  It  ia 
hoped 'that  relief  will  be  in  the  city  within  thirty-six  hours  after  the 
Bolsheviki  withdraw.

Nothing 
will  satisfy  the  people  as  to  tho  fair- 
ness or  otherwise  of  existing  scales  of 
wagee  ekeept  the  accurate  ascertain- 
ment or^taose  causes  ^nith  contri- 
bute to  the  high  cost  of  living.  My 
own  view  Is  t^at  the  most  careful  In- 
vestigation should  be  made  4o  ascer- 
tain if  Ih  those  high  costs  there  exists 
any  unfairnesa  or  undue  profit.  If  it 
does  exist  it  should  be  removed.  If 
It  does  not  exist,  nothing  but  the  de- 
velopment of  our  natural  resourses 
and  the  extension  of  our  raarketa  will 
enable  us  to  secure  the  additional 
money  required  to  meet  these  higher 
standards  of  living." 

Discussing  the  speclflc  strike,  situa- 
tion of  the  day.  Mr.  Beatty  said: 
"No  movement  which  depends  for  its 
success  upon  the  etrangling  of  eom- 
munitien  or  the  subversion  of  proper- 
ly-constituted authority  can  hope  to 
win  in  a  law-abiding  community  such 
as  the  Canadian  peoitle.  t  believe  In 
the  gospel  of  hard  work,  and  that 
applies  to  employers  as  well  as  em- 
ployees. The  Just  return  to  every 
man  for  his  hare)  work  Is  In  the  flrst 
Instance  a  fair  living  wage  consistent 
with  the  cost  of  living,  and  beyohd 
that  the  returns  to  him  should  be 
commensurate  with  his  Individual 
effort  an^  efficiency.  That  is  what 
we  as  Canadian  people  have  been 
ovOrlooklng.  %  think." 

Dlaeussing  the  relations  Of  employ- 
ers and  employees,  Mr.  Beatty  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  tendency 
In  recent  years  had  unfortunately 
been  for  employers  and  their  men  to 
drift  apart  an<f  lose  the  intimate 
family  association  that  once  charac- 
terised  Industry  In  British  countries. 

"Too  much  Of  the  business  between 
employer  and  employee  is  left  to 
emissary  and  plenipotentiary,"  he  de- 
clared. "I  think  a  great  deal  can  be 
accomplished  by  more  direct  personal 
relation  between  the  employer  and 
his  own  employees." 

Mr.  Beatty  thought  that  there 
should  be  more  frequent  exchange  of 
views  between  the  heads  of  industrial 
enterprises  and  the  men  working  In 
them.  Instead  of  regarding  capital 
and  labor  as  enemies,  they  were  by 
their  very  essence  partners.

STRIKING  EMPLOYES 


lAW  ID  ORDER 


Hon.  A.  L,  SIfton  In  Address  to 
Soldiers  on  Aqultania  Em- 
phasizes Necessity  of  Set- 
tled Government  in  Canada. 
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to  uphold  the  hands  of  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  during  the  present 
general  strike  was  formed  at  a  big 
meeting  held  tonight  in  Paget  UalL 

The  principal  speakers  at  the 
meeting,  all  of  whom  were  greeted 
wih  applause,  were  Acting  Postmas- 
ter O.  B.  Corley.  A.  L.  Smith.  K.C., 
and  Wm.  Toole.  ' 

A  strong  resolution  was  adopted 
condemning  the  sympathetic  strike 
in  Calgary  as  not  only  morally  but 
economically  unsound  and  opposed^ 
to  the  principles  of  democracy,  de- 
claring that  local  employers  are  ad- 
mittedly not  to  blame  for  the  present 
strike;  that  trades  unionism  is  an  es- 
sential institution,  and  that  the  cltl- 
sens  are  In  sympathy  with  the  better- 
ment of  labor  conditions:  that  the 
government  of  the  country  must 
wield  an  undisputed  a^uthorlty,  sOd 
law  and  order  be  preservnd  at  all 
costs;  and  concluding  with  a  pledge 
to  support  all  constituted  authority, 
be  It  municipal.  Provincial  or  Fed- 
eral. Previous  to  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution.  Acting  Postmaster  COrley 
called -for  tolunteers  to  help  man  the 
places  of  the  strikers  at  the  post- 
ofllces.  Mr.  Corley  said  that  he  ex- 
pected to  get  the  malls  sorted  and 
deliveries  under  way  at  an  early  ^ate* 
and  that  he  had  used  his  best  en- 
deavors to  get  the  striking  postal  em- 
ployees to  return.  He  expressed  his 
opinion  strongly  that  It  was  a  wrong- 
ful thing  for  government  omployees 
to  take  sides  in  industrial  disputes. 
Those  present  at  the  meeting  en- 
rolled themselves  In  the  ssrvtce  of 
the  postmaster. 

lYeight  Haadlera  Stay  at  Work 

As  was  generally  assumed  in  well- 
informed  quarters,  the  freight  hand- 
lers followed  the  lead  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Railway  Clerks,  with  which 
union  they  are  aflllUted,  and  have 
voted  against  coming  out  on  strike. 
Their  decision  has  been  received  with 
dismay  by  the  general  strike  com- 
mittee. 

Many  of  the  unions  aAllated  with 
the  Calgary  Trades  and  Labor  Coun- 
cil have  not  yet  taken  a  strike  vote. 
The  carpenters  have  called  a  meeting 
for  tonight  for  that  purpose.  It  will 
be  several  days  yet  before  all  the  re- 
turns are  In  the  hands  of  the  general 
strike  committee. 

The  postal  strikers  were  refused 
permission  to  return  to  work  this 
evening  for  the  purpose  of  handling 
remittances  for  soldiers'  dependents, 
the  acting  postmaster  stating  that 
there  wouh*  be  no  discrimination 
shown  to  any  section  of  the  public 
in  this  respect. 

Government's  Position 

EDMONTON.  May  37. — When  In- 
terviewed as  to  the  attitude  of  the 
Government  towards  the  strike  sit- 
uation, |»remler  Stewart  this  after- 
noon  made   the  following  statement: 

"The  sympathetic  strike  which  has 
been  declared  In  some  of  the  cities 
of  Alberta  is  giving  the  Provincial 
Government  grave  concern.  It  will  bo 
a  great  misfortune  if  no  way  can  be 
found  to  avoid  a  general  tIe-op  which 
will  affect  the  entire  Province  at  thl« 
time.  Bamest  effort  has  been  made 
both  by  the  Government  and  by  mu- 
nicipal r.uthorlties  everywhere,  by 
private  individuals  and  corporations, 
to  plan  programmes  of  construction 
and  expansion  that  will  create  em- 
ployment and  render  easier'  the  re- 
establlshment  of  our  returned  men  in 
civil  occupations.  Unless  vry  eerl- 
ous'  grievances  exist  no  responsible 
citfaten  should  lightly  eneoursdre  ac- 
tion that  will  render  all  these  plans 
impossible  of  realisation. 

"The  city  authorities  are  today 
faced  with  grave  responeibllitles,  and 
they  have  intimated  that  they  will 
exhaust  every  effort  to  continue  the 
operation  of  public  utilities  and  to 
protect  in  every  way  th«  rights  and 
liberties  of  all  the  citlsens.  The  Gov- 
ernment is  hopeful  that  the  elties 
may  be  able  to  successfully  cope  with 
the  situation,  and  that  the  forces 
directing  organised  labor  may  fully 
realise  their  responsibilities  to  their 
fellow  oitisens.  Should  It  be  neeeo- 
sary  for  the  protection  of  property- 
and  the  health  and  oonvenlenee  of 
the  community  for  the  Provincial  an-' 
thorltlea  to  takd  action,  such  action 
will  be  taken  to  the  utmost  extent  of 
the  powers  of  the  Province  to  see  that 
every  man.  'woman  and  child  reeeivfs 
the  protection  which  It,  Is  the  duty  of 
the  Government  to  afford."

Mlnistor 
of  Cudtoms.  who  returned  to  Canada 
with  tlr  Robwt  Borden,  at  a  sol- 
diers' entertainment  on  board  the 
Aqnitania  en  Friday  evening,  liay  23. 
The  Minister  said  that  the  fate  of  any 
particular  government  or  individuals 
at  tho  present  time  does  not  matter, 
but  that  It  Is  essential  that  Canada 
aieitld  lutve  "n  settled  geveinroent, 
Sbie  and  willing  to  administer  the  af- 
fairs of  the  country.*' 

Mr.  Stfton's  renuu-fcs  to  the  soldiers 
were:  "I  am  not  golnd  to  speak  to  you 
In  regard  to  the  war,  because,  among 
other  reasons,  you  know  more  about 
It  thdn  I  do— I  only  had  the  privilege 
of  seeing  the  battleflelds  after  you  had 
won.  I  am  not  going  to  speak  in  re- 
gard to  politics  in  the  ordinary  sense 
of  the  term,  beeanse  they  are  im- 
material, but  I  would  like  to  say  a  few 
words.  Even  if  the  occasion  Is  not 
peirhaps  the  proper  one,  it  will  be  my 
only  opportunity  before  you  land  In 
regard  to  the  country  to  which  wou 
ana  going.  Practically  la  all  the 
countries  that  have  been  engaged  In 
the  war — particularly,  perhaps.  In  the 
more  civilised  ones— there  is  a  great 
feeling  of  unrest  In  Canada  as  well 
as  la  other  countries  this  feeUitg  is 
strong.  In  the  cities,  particularly  at 
Toronto,  Winnipeg,  Calgary  nnd  Van- 
Oouver,  to  which  many  of  you  are 
going,  It  is  very  noticeable.  ,When 
this  ship  sailed  last  Monday  morning 
we  had  news  that  In  the  City  of  Wln- 
^Upeg  3&,006  people  had  quit  work^ 
in  that  great  city  of  two  or  three 
hundred  thousand  people.  Practically 
everyone  was  Idle.  Since  sailing  we 
have  had  no  word.  I  have  no  inten- 
tion of  dealing  with  tho  merits  of  this. 
It  Is  possible  that  every  other  legiti- 
mate manner  of  redressing  grievances 
has  been  trletf. 

"It  Is  also,  possible  that  a  few  men 
on  one  side  or  the  other  dre  endeavor- 
ing to  use  the  rest  of  the  population 
for  their  own  selfish  ^vantage.  It  is 
of  course  possible  that  a  few  men. 
absolutely  regardless  as  to  results,  are 
desirous  of  subverting  all  b|,w  and 
order.  It  Is  unfortunate  that  in  this 
kind  o^  action  the  Innocent  suffer 
with  the  guilty,  and  usually  more 
severely. 

"Bot  It  is  to  another  phase  that  I 
wish  to  draw  your  attention. 

"If  there  Is  one  thing  more  than 
another  that  has  been  (irought  home 
to  the  people  of  Canada,  as  well  as 
other  countries,  by  the  war,  it  is  the 
necessity  of  flrst  considering  the 
essential  matters.  It  Is  not  essential 
that  the  present  Government  of  Can- 
ada should  remain  in  offlce,  much  less 
any  particular  member  of  that  Gov- 
ernment. It  is  not  essential  that  the 
next  Government  should  remain  In 
eflee,  The  ambitions  of  Individuals 
do  not  matter,  but  it  is  oasentlal  that 
there  should  be  a  good,  a  settled  gov- 
ernment, able  and  willing  to  proper- 
ly administer  the  laws  of  the  country 
In  regard  to  life  and  property  upon 
principles  of  absolute  Justice  and 
equality.  If  the  laws  are  wrong  there 
Is  a  constitutional  way  of  changing 
them.  If  a  Government  is  bad  it  can 
easily  be  disposed  of.  But  there  is 
no  possibility  of  Canada  developing 
Its  great  natural  resources  except  un- 
der settled  principles  and  proper  ad- 
mlnlstratloit  of  Uiw  and  order.  It  Is 
not  essential  whether  you  arrive  home 
tomorrow  or  the  day  after.  Jf  you 
leave  Halifax  on  the  flrst  train  or  the 
second,  but  It  Is  essential  that  when 
you  get  home  you  realise  your  own 
responsibility  In  connection  with  these 
matters  and  endeavor  to  Influence 
your  friends  along  the  same  lines,  so 
that  we  may  have  a  peaceful  Canada, 
continuing  to  occupy  the  proud  posi- 
tion among  nations  for  which  her  sons 
and  daughters  have  so  gallantly 
struggled."

On  Monday  In  Toronto  alarmist 
stories  had  been  published.  The  So- 
viet-was in  control;  the  red  flag  flew 
over  the  city  hall;  the  mayor  had 
turned  over  the  mtinicipal  govern* 
ment  td  the  central  strike  commlttse 
which  from  the  Labor  Temple  was 
issuing  mandates  and  decrees  to  all 
and  sundry;  citlsens  were  without 
food  or  the  means  of  cooking  it,  and 
those  who  had  the  hardihood  to  pur- 
sue their  dally  avbcatlons  walked  to 
and  from  work  amid  the  jeers  of  the 
mob.  All  these  things  were  false,  but 
under  them  lay  a  stratum  of  truth. 
Foolish  Tactics 

If  the  strikers'  committee  designed 
to  strike  a  note  of  terrorism  across 
the  Dominion,  their  purpose  was  well 
8er\'ed  by  permitting  the  free  circu- 
lation of  these  wild  reports,  while 
they  prevented  the  fair  and  moder- 
ate statement  of  the  facts  b^  the 
Canadian  Press  Limited  through  call- 
ing out  Ub  telegraphers.  If  on  the 
other  hand  their  Intent  waa  to  con- 
duct «n  orderly  demonstratton — of 
their  strength  along  legltlniate  chan- 
nels, then  they  were  Ill-advised  to 
close  down  the  local  dally  newspa- 
pers on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  other 
to  tie  up  the  regular  news  service  to 
outside    points. 

Coming  from  the  cool  Spring 
weather  of  BUMtern  Canada  one  en- 
tered tropical  Summer.  Vegetation 
on  the  prairie  is  a  fortnight  ahead 
of  Ontario  and  everywhere  fields  are 
green  with  sprouting  wheat.  Such 
conditions  added  to  the  general  holi- 
day effect  of  the  streets.  Except  for 
the  absence  of  street  cars  And  horse 
drawn  vehicles,  and  that  almost  ev- 
ery -'ore  save  the  larger  cafes  were 
open.  It  might  have  bten  a  typical 
24th  of  May,  with  the  crowd  waiting 
for  a  procession  to  pass. 

Good-humor  and  quiet  were  the 
prevailing  charasterlstlcs  of  the 
crowds  who  lined  the  sidewalks  of 
Main  Street;  for  the  most  part  union 
men.  There  was  no  flag-waving,  no 
soap-box  haranguing,  no  excitement 
of  any  kind,  except  that  the  crowd' 
was  dense  around  the  Labor  Temple 
on  James  Street.  Outside  the  city 
hall  on  the  benches  provided  for  vet- 
erans little  groups  basked  In  the  hot 
sun  and  discussed  the  sitaatlom  with 
animation.  Over  the  city  hall  Itself 
flew  the  Canadian  ensign,  and  with- 
in Mayor  Gray  was  announcing  that 
law  and  order  would  be  maintained 
and  the  citizens  would  be  supplied 
with  the  necessaries  of  life;  that  the 
functions  of  the  city  council  there 
ceased,  but  that  they  were  ready  to 
'  med'".te  if  given  the  chance;  and  he 
added  that  s(  far  as  the  red  or  Bol- 
shevik element  was  concerned,  there 
.was  the  flag  and  there  It  would  re- 
main. 

Labor    Men   on    City    CoanrU 

The  Mayor  Is  a  dark  horse.  Charles 
F.  riray.  a  consulting  electrical  en- 
gineer, not  to  be  confused  with  the 
alderman  of  the  same  name,  served 
two  terms  as  controller  and  his  vic- 
tory over  ex-Mayor  Davidson  last 
Fall  was  a  considerable  surprise.  He 
was  strongly  supported  by  labor. 
Mayor  Gray  no  doubt  would  deny 
that  he  represents  any  class  or  sec- 
tion. Five  of  the  fourteen  aldermen 
are  straight  labor  men,  and  these  In- 
clude several  of  the  dosen  or  so  men 
who  say  that  the  Mayor  should  have' 
taken  an  energetic  stand  at  the 
start,  and  Ui  particular  should  have 
taken  vigorous  action  to  combat  the 
attempted  closing  down  of  public 
utilities  by  the  walk-out  of  municipal 
employees,  who  with  no  grievance 
of  their  own  were  avowedly  enframed 
only  in  a  sympathy  strike.  On  the 
other  hand,  others  hold  that  the 
Mayor  by  letting  events  take  their 
course  is  nhowing  restraint  and  wis- 
dom; that  anything  is  better  than 
bloodshed,  and  that  left  alone  the 
strike    will     come     to     an    end    by    a

■  But  this  is  not  the  popular  view 
of  those  oppoaed  to  the  e'rike.  It  Is 
claimed  that  forty  tbousmnd  dtisens 
are  now  enrolled  to  defend  the  ^Ity 
■calnst  aggressive  action,  and  It  will 
go  hard  with  the  strikers  \t  thsy  at- 
tempt to  force  the  pace.  It  is  ar- 
gued that  the  men  out  are  losing 
in  wages  a  hundred  and  ttfty  thou- 
sand dollars  .a  day;  that  many  who 
■tniek  in  synxpaltiy  would  now  like 
to  return  to  work;  but  that  no  settle- 
ment can  be  possible  until  the  idea 
of  the  "One  Big  Union"  and  all  .U 
stands  for — above  all.  oZ  soviet  gov- 
ernment— is  beaten  once  and  for  all 
In  Canada.  It.  is  inslMte<^  by  this  sec- 
tion of  public  opinion  that  in  the 
final  settlement  provision  must  be 
made  against  future  sympathy  strikes 
by  .employees  of  public  utilities,  and 
in  especial  of  those  working  in  the 
Government.  Telephones,  the  street 
railway,  power  and  light  plants,  and 
firemen  and  police.  It  Is  unfortunate, 
they  say,  that  Winnipeg  has  been 
picked  upon'  as  the  testing  ground 
for  revolutionary  ideas,  but  now  that. 
It  has  come,  the  movement  must  be 
fought  to  a  finish  and  no  ground 
must  be  given  until  victory  Is  com- 
plete  and    final. 

Gospel   of   "Do    Nothing" 

As  to  the  strikers,  their  views  are 
best  shown  by  extracts  from  the 
"Western  Labor  News,"  now  Issuing 
dally  strike  edittohs.  "The  general 
strike  is  a  new  venture,"  It  said  in 
its  issue  of  Monday  last.  "To  strike 
alone  has  failed;  all  must  pull  to- 
gether at  the  oars.  The  one  thing 
that  Is  clear  Is  that  the  old  condi- 
tions of  life  are  impossibIe>.  Men 
cannot  live  on  the  wage  of  yester- 
day, nor  are  the  conditions  of  yes- 
terday applicable  to  today.  Change 
there  muct  be,  and  the  direction  is 
forward.  Tift  men  who  refuse  to 
recognise  organized  .  labor  and  who 
refused  to  pay  a  wage  that  they  ad- 
mit is  reasonable  are  part  of  the 
old  ofder.  We  muHt  pass  on  then 
leave  them  to  their  fate.  They  will 
protest  and  create  a  crlslH,  but  the 
final  result  is  clear.  They  cannot 
turff  back  the  wheels  of  time.  They 
cannot  defy  organised  labor.  Their 
present  attempt  has  necessitated  the 
general  strike." 

And  how  is  the  general  strike  to 
be  won — by  terrorism?  Apparently 
not  If  these,  words  are  sincere,  pub- 
lished on  Tuesday  under  the  signi- 
ficant heading,  "Win  strike  by  doing 
nothing."  The  only  thing  the  work- 
ers have  to  do  to  win  this  strike  is 
to  do  nothing.  Just  eat,  sleep,  play, 
love,  laugh  and  look  at  the  sun.  There 
are  those  ^ho  t.re  v6ry  anxious  for 
the  workers  to  do  something  which 
would  provide  an  excuse  for  putting 
the  city  under  martial  law. 

Therefore,  once  more,  dc  nothing, 
This  is  the  greatest  strike  ever  put 
on  in  Winnipeg  and  it  can  be  made 
the  greatest  victory  if  every  striker 
does  absolutely  nothing.  Join  the 
"do  nothing"  club  and  be  a  son  of 
rest  till  the  strike  is  won.  It  will 
not  last  long.  Tou  will  have  victory 
in  Winnipeg  and  it  can  be  made  the 
greatest  victory  In  a  lawful,  orderly 
and  perfectly  constitutional  way — do 
nothing." 

Labor's  Henvy^  Loss 

Certainly  Winnipeg  could  not  have 
been  more  orderly  than  during  the 
first  week  of  the  strike.  But  can  it 
be.  won  by  the  methods  of  Klnc 
Stork?  Can  labor  stand  the  cost  in 
loss  of  wages?  In  Russia  such  loss 
was  recouped  by  levies  on  capital, 
but  at  this  time  no  such  doctrine  is 
being  preached  In  Winnipeg.  The 
passive  strike  has  tied  up  certain 
things,  like  the  street  railway,  but 
otherwise  has  not  greatly  incommod- 
ed the  average  citizen.  On  the  other 
hand,  public  opinion  outside  the  im- 
mediate ranks  of  the  strikers  is 
hardening  against  the  strike,  and 
the  tendency  already  Is  to  resume 
operation  of  public  utilities  and  then 
wait  and  see  what  the  strikers  will 
do  about  It.  The  first  step  was  the 
resumption  of  delivery  by  the  biggest 
departmental  stores;  the  second  the 
publication,  though  In  condensed 
form,  of  a  dally  newspaper;  the  third 
the  partial  resumption  of  telephone 
service — and  now  i.t  this  date  there 
is  talk  of  starting  the  street  cars 
again.  In  all  these  things  can  be 
done  without  challenge  by  the  strik- 
ers, theh  the  stride  looks  very  like 
fizzling  out.  And  If  they  do  chal- 
lenge them  by  picketing  and  violence 
they  will  be  running  contrary  to  all 
their  preachments  of  the  past  week. 
Bolshevism   Their   Aim 

"What  citizens  object  to  as  a  body 
is  the  general  strike  Idea,"  said  a 
well  known  Winnipeg  newspaper 
man,  who  has  had  close  afllllations 
with  labor  for  many  years.  "Other- 
wise there  cannot  but  be  a  good  deal 
of  sympathy  for  the  demand  for  a 
living  wage.  The  question  of  the 
recognition  of  the  metal  workers' 
council  Is  one  that  many  opponents 
of  the  strike  fopl  should  not  have 
been  raised  as  being  poor  tactical 
ground.  Merely  as  a  demonstration 
against  the  high  cost  of  living,  which 
is  on  the  increase  rather  than  the 
wane  since  the  nrmlstice,  the  strike 
would  find  much  support  among  citi- 
zens at  large.  Living  conditions  aro 
Intolerable  for  the  average  wage- 
earner.  But  this  sympathy  ha^i  been 
destroyed  because  of  the  character 
of  the  movement  and  the  known 
views  of  its  leaders,  who,  disguise 
them  as  they  may.  arc  distinctly  Bol- 
shevist in  tendency.  It  Is  regarded 
as  a  fight  to  a  finish,  and  under  all 
the  camoufiage  of  fair  words  is  seen 
the  red  flag  of  revolution.  There  is 
abundant  evidence  t*o  show  that  a 
soviet  government  pure  and  simple 
was  the  first  design  and  that  less 
radical  ground  was  taken  so  soon  as 
it  appeared  that  (he  time  was  not 
ripe  and  public  opinion  hostile.  For 
some  days  the  strike  committee  ruled 
with  high  hand  from  the  Lat>or  Tem- 
ple. It  was  proposed  that  the  well- 
to-do  classes  should  be  cut  off  from 
all  the  necessaries  of  life.  These 
things  are  on  record  In  the  succes- 
sive Issues  of  the  strike  bulletin.  If 
the  situation  has  taken  a  more  mod- 
erate turn  It  Is  because  the  citizens 
of  Winnipeg  as  «  \vholc  have  asserted 
themselves  and  have  refused  to  bo 
made  catspaws  In  this  game  of  cap- 
ital and  labor.  Anything  nuiy  hap- 
pen, but  it  Is  a  safe  bet  the  red  flag 
won't  fly  over  Winnipeg  city  hall." 

He  added  that  by  a  clever  cam- 
paign, extending  ov^r  several  years, 
control  of  labor  In  Winnipeg  had 
passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  old 
and  tried  trade  union  leaders  Into 
those  of  younger  men.  imbued  with 
advanced  doctrines,  and  to  whom  the 
soviet  represented  a  practicable  Mem 
of  communist  goverrtment.  "BUher," 
he  said,  "Winnipeg  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  must  shake  off  these  in- 
fluences, or  the  more 'conservallve 
trades  unions  will  dissociate  them- 
selves from  the  council  and  rclem  to 
their  iDlernaUooals."

GERMANY'!;  HEIf 


Declaration  Made  by  President 
of  Republic  —  Predicts  the 
Country's  Bankruptcy  Under 
Heavy  Burden  of  Debt. 


VIENNA,  May  27.— German-Aus-. 
trla  Is  condemned  to  deaUi  if  she  la 
not  permitted  to  join  Germany.  Dr. 
Karl  Belts,  the  president,  declared  In 
a  statement  today.  The  president 
said  he  was  inclined  to  suppose  that 
the  Germans  would  not  sign  the 
peace  treaty  unless  the  Allies  showed 
a  "sympathetic  understanding  of  their 
real  •ondition."  Discussing  the  Aus- 
trian situation,   the  president  said: 

"During  the  armistice  we  had 
hopes  that  President  Wilson's  14 
points  would  be  observed.  But  we 
fear  now  that  we  will  be  badly  dis- 
appointed, first,  as  regards  the  self- 
determination  of  peoples  and  In  giv- 
ing new  states  frontiers  according  to 
the  IVrinciirtes  of  nationality.  There 
are  3,600,000  German-Bohemians  who 
are  made  foreigners  in  their  own 
country  under  the  rule  of  a  people 
not  sympathetic  to  Germany.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  Tyrol,  where 
commercial  and  racial  questions  are 
gubordlnated  to  the  strategic,  al- 
though President  Wilson's  points  said 
the  opposite. 

"We  are  also  troubled  about  the 
Jugo-Slav  claims  on  Marburg  and 
Klagenfurt,  which  are  Austrian  cities. 
Last  November  we.  gave  up  our  claims 
to  the  territory  south  of  these  cities, 
which  is  Slovene,  but  the  Jugo-Slavs 
are  not  content.  We  also  gave  up  the 
Trentlno  without  a  question. 

"I  wish  to  say  in  the  most  solemn 
manner  that  Austria  is  doomed  to 
die  If  she  Is  not  permitted  to  Join 
Germany.  We  cannot  live  alone.  If 
the  Allies  give  pur  German  provinces 
to  the  Csecho-Slovak  and  Jugo-Slav 
without  making  the  new  owner  take 
up  the  burden  'in  the  way  of  taxa- 
tion and  war  debts  it  will  mean  our 
bankruptcy.  If  we  go  bankrupt  it 
will  mean  worse  social  troubles  than 
those  of  Russia. 

"My  thought  Is  that  the  war  bur- 
dens should  be  distributed  per  capita 
among  the  28.000,000  persons  mak- 
ing up  the  former  Kmpire,  not  in- 
cluding Hungary.  It  is  impossible  to 
make  6  1-2  per  cent  of  the  people 
pay  all  the  debts.  If  it  is  argued  that 
the  Czechs  are  entitled  to  special' 
consideration  because  they  are  one  of 
the  Associated  Powers  it  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Austrlans  did  not  want 
the  war.  They  were  forced  to  flght, 
as  the  Czechs  were.  As  it  stands,  we 
have  hardly  enough  money  to  pay 
for  our  dally  food,  which  we  are  im- 
porting in  part  from  the  United 
States. 

"We  are  ready  for  a  peace  that 
will  let  us  live.  Our  delegates  at  St., 
Germain  must  report  to  parliament, 
which  has  sole  authority  to  decide 
whether  or  not  to  sigm  the  terms." 

Austria  could  live  and  pay  her 
debts  of  her  frontiers  were  open  fully. 
the  president  added.  He  said  he  did 
not  approve  of  the  proposed  com-, 
mission  to  regulate  the  commerce  of 
the  states  of  the  former  Austrian 
Bmpire,  believing  that  the  question 
of  commerce  is  one  of  supply  and 
demand.  He  said  that  a  Danube  fed- 
eration was  impossible,  adding: 

"It  would  mean  the  restoration  of 
the  old  empire,  and  that  the  new  na- 
tions would  lose  a  great  part  of  their 
sovereignty.  It  would  mean  a  tariff 
union,  to  secure  which  It  would  be 
necessary  to  arrange  customs,  taxes, 
banks,  railroads,  tariffs  and  labor 
laws  of  the  same  kind  in  all  the  na- 
tions affected,  which  could  not  be 
done  by  treaties,  but  would  require 
a  customs  parliament.  In  which  the 
German-Austrlans  would  dominate  as 
in  the  old  empire,  because  they  form 
a  neutral  body  between  the  Czechs 
and  Jugo-Slavs.  who  are  tempera- 
mentally different  In  thought  and  re- 
ligion." 

PTOMAINE  POISON 

KILLS  YUKON  MINERS 

DAWSON,  May  27. — John  Grant. 
John  William  McNeil.  Alphonse 
Rloux.  Adrienne  Barrett  and  John 
Thompson  are  dead  in  the  hospital 
here,  while  eight  others  are  lying 
dangerously  111  from  what  Is  believed 
to    be    ptomaine    poisoning. 

All  the  thirteen  men  were  at  a 
dinner  at  the  Yukon  Gold  Dredging 
Company  camp  on  Bunker  Creek, 
and  there  were  twenty-three  other 
diners.  The  thirteen  victims  were 
taken  ill  thirty-six  hours  after  par- 
taking of  the  meal.  Since  only  some 
of  those  present  were  affected,  the 
doctors  .profess  to  be  baffled. 

"fhe  symptoms  Include  double  vis- 
ion, dimness  of  eyesight,  swollen 
throat,  resulting  in  strangulation. 
All  of  the  dead  men  were  miners. 
Grant  was  a  brother-in-law  of  Hen- 
derson, who  discovered  the  Klondyke. 
and  he  leaves  a  family  of  eight. 
Barrett  also  leaves  a  large  family.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  May  27. — A 
revolution  in  public  health  activities 
in  America  and  Great  Britain  is  Im- 
pending, Sir  Arthur  Newsholmo.  said 
today.  Sir  Arthur,  who  is  medical 
ofllcer  of  the  local  government  board 
of  London.  Kng..  was  principal  speak- 
er at  the  International  child  welfare 
conference    here. 

"I  am  convinced  that  within  a  few 
years  both  England  and  the  Unit«d 
States  will  establish  and  operate  a 
complete  public  health  department  a« 
one  of  each  nation's  principal  depart- 
ments." Sir  Arthur  said.

Is  not  new, 
for  It  Is  the  LW.W.  in  a  vesy  thin  dU- 
gulse.     The  movement  had  lu  origin 
m   the   United   SUtee.   and    there.   In 
1017.     the     extreme     Labor     section 
attempted,'    but     unsucoeesfuUy.     to 
bring  the  industry  of  the  country  to  a 
standstill  by  general  strike   methods. 
Reeponsible    Labor    leaders     In     the 
United   States  havs  opposed   I.W.W.- 
Ism  and  Its  imitators  from  begliining 
to    end.      Thoee    who    represent    true 
trades  unionism  are  .doing  the  same 
in   Canada.     In  their  crusade   of  en- 
lightenment they  will  have  with  them 
a  staunch  public    opinion    which    is 
bound  to  prevail.

tlveSbnrgaJnIng."    What  Is  meant  by 
this  Is  not  always  clear  to  the    lay 
mind,  but,  stripped  of  all  casuistry.  It 
amevnU  U(  a  demand  i)ULt  a  central 
controlling    power,  representative    of 
all  trades  nnlonrf  In  any  community, 
shall  have  the  authority  to  decide  re- 
ganllng  the  grievances  of  any  indl- 
vidtial  trade.     The  employers,   under 
the  collective  bargaining  system,  are 
supposed  to  come  to  the  central  trades 
unit's  eseonttve.    and.  no    wages   or. 
hottM  agretmsnt  can  be  reached  with- 
out'ti^e  coniMUt  of  the  latter.    In  the 
event  of  disagrsement  sQch  Acettti»l 
executive  would  have  the  authority  to 
call'  a  general    strike    at    any  time. 
Thus  it  would  be  empowered  to  tie  up 
all  Industries  and  public  utilities  so  as 
to  anforce  the  demands  of  any  sec- 
tion of  the  community  which  Is  afllU- 
atsd  with  trades  unionism.  . 

That    this    proposal    for    collective 
bargalnihg  has  'the  sanction  of  true- 
hearted,  loyal  trade  unionists  we  do 
not  believe.     It  haa  never  been  their 
desire  to  Indict  Jiardshlp  and  misery 
on  the  oominitmlty  as  a  whole  In  order 
to    achieve    their    own  ends.     Thoee 
who  are  advocating  the  possession  of 
a  power,  which  would  amount  in  the 
long  run  to  a  tyrannical  usurpation  by 
a    minority    of    popular   rights,    are 
reckonlBg   without   public   opinion   in 
pressliv    their    demands.      It    Is    the 
■aner  element  In  their  following  who 
will  Anally   persuade   them   that  the 
disappearance  of  their  present  aim  is 
the  prime  condition,  not  only  of  or- 
derly   government,    but    of    freedom, 
and  of  that  self -determinism  of  which 
we  hear  so  much  In  theee  hitter  days. 
The  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people 
as  a  whole  cannot  be  placed  at  the 
mercy  of  a  group  of  persons  who  are 
responsible  only  to  their  own  organi- 
sations. •  The   right   to   organize   and 
the  right  to  strike  are  recognised  all 
over  the  Bmplre.  Neither  right  can  bo 
Infringed  by  the  decision  of  the  popu- 
lar, will  to  refuse  to  permit  collective 
bargaining  as  defined  by  the  Wlnnl- 
•  peg  irtrike  leaditfrs.    The  pubUc,  that 
'  is  the  people,  as  a  whole,  are  not  going 
to  permit  a  weapon  to  be  forged  that 
might  ultimately  deetroy  the  sanctity 
of  all  law  and  sow  the  dragon's  teeth 
of  a  dictatorship  by  a  minority  that 
would  bring  Canada  to  the  same  ruin 
that  has  porftlyied  Russia  today. 

There  n^ver  has  b«en  a  time  when 
thOre  was  ao  much  general  sympathy 
with  the  desire  of  Latior  for  a  fuller 
and  freer   life.     It  rests  with  Labor 
Itself,   through   its  tolerance   towards 
others,  to  achieve  its  dsslree.  when  In 
achieving  them  the  national  good   is 
adtanced.    The  nation's  life  is  threat- 
en4d  by  the  pl^a  for  the  new  ooUec. 
tive  barcafenlihg.     That    is    why    th^ 
nation.' through  lU  Government,  says 
It  eannot  iubjeet  tlUi  rights  and  liber- 
ties to  the  dictation  of  any  coterie 
which  it  has  not  Itself  elected  to  office. 
The   position   token   by   the   Govern- 
ment  Is   fundamentally   impregnable. 
It  is  not  an  attitude  hoetlle  to  Labor 
m  any  asnse  of  the  word,  but  ft  is  an 
InCfmaUon  that  powers  which  belong 
to     governments     alone     cannot     be 
usurped.    The  best  elements  in  Labor 
fully  realise  the  present  attitude   of 
the  Winnipeg  strlks  leaders  cannot  be 
moktalned  In  the  face  of  public  opln- 
loa.  h«t  nn  eu<e«eouo' report  has  gone 
abroad  that  it  Is  neoesoary  lo  support 
tho  strike  because  the  right  to  organ- 
ic kr  at    iMtto.      Nothing    oo«>t    bo 
farther  from   the  truth.     «lr  ftobert 
Borden'B  statement  in  l»»rBain«^yia-

It  Is  proposed.  If  tne  occasion 
should  demand  it.  that  a  delegation  of 
three  persona  should  go  to  Ottawa  to 
lay  before  the  Government  the  Claims 
of  BsQUimalt  for  a  national  dry  dock. 
The  step  seems  all  the  more  advtoable 
at  this  moment  owing  to  the  Immi- 
nence of  the  Supplementary  Bstl- 
mates  and  the  fact  that  Sir  Robert 
Borden  has  returned  to  >^  the  capital 
from  the  Pteco  Conference.  The 
Prime  Minister  is  fully  conversant 
with  the  need  of  national  dry  docks. 
His  former  Government  was  pledged 
to  tho  •construcUon  of  this  utility  at 
Esquimau,  and  conditions  todky  de-t 
mand  It  far  more  than  they  did  In 
pre-war  times. 

The  object  In  view  In  alludlifig  to 
the  matter  now  is  to  urge  that  In  the 
event   of  a 


delegation  being  chosen 
one  of  Its  personnel  should  be  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  returned  soldiers' 
organisations.  Another  Mionld  be  able 
to  speak  for  Labor  as  a  whole,  for 
Labor  has  a  big  stake  In  Increasing 
the  opportunities  for  employment  In 
thfb  vicinity.  Those,  responsible  for 
I  bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon,  the 
Government  In  the  matter  of  a  dry 
dock  win  make  no  mistake  in  adopt- 
ing tho  suggestion  we  have  put  for- 
ward, and  ev^ry  effort  should  be 
made  to  insure  that  such  a  delegation. 
If  it  Is  decided  upon,  does  not  reach 
Ottawa  too  late. 

If  there  Is 'danger  of  the  Govern- 
ment overlooking  the  claims  of  Ksqui- 
malt  It  will  be  because  its  dfcslrablltty 
as  a  location  for  a  dry  dock  has  been 
overcome  by  political  clamors  frojn 
elsewhere,  or  It  may  be  that  VIctorlo 
has  not  made  itself  sufllclently  heard 
at  Ottawa.  We  say  this  in  case  such 
matters  are  decided  en  a  political 
basis.  Dr.  S.  F.  Totmle  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Mcintosh,  the  members  for  Victoria 
and  Nanaimo,  have  been  particularly 
active,  but  In  all  they  do  they  need 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  cltl- 
sens.  That  has  only  been  forthcom- 
ing spasmodically.  The  timet  has  ar- 
rived for  such  concentration  of  effort 
as  will  Insure  our  right  to  national 
consideration.

The  Vonlahlnc  ladlaw 

Although  the  total  number  of 
American  Indians  as  recorded  by  the 
census  Increases  from  decade  to  de-

A  seareh  was  rooont  nMtde  for 
full-blood  Bhawneen  en  the  ttunwnea 
Agency.  In  Bastorn'  Oklahoma,  and 
for  full-blood  Kloliopoos  about  Mc- 
Loud.  Oklohoma,  w|iere  ihe'  main 
body  of  thla  tribe  ki^  nettled.  But  three 
of  the  former  were  found,  and  but  on* 
doubtful  example  of  full-blood  Klrk- 
apoo.

Pro>lirohlbltlon  Letters 
Sir, — Priding  myself  on  being  an 
ordinary,  sane,  even  and  broad- 
minded  cltlsen.  I  feel  It  my  duty  to 
write  an  answer  to  the  many  extra- 
ordinary letters  of  Mr.  Perry,  whose 
nature  appears  to  be  my  direct  oppo- 
site. So  I  trust  you  will  be  kind 
enough  to  publish  this  letter,  which 
will  be  my  first  and  last,  although  I 
expect  It  will  cause  Mr.  Perry  to 
write  with  the  aid  of  his  "divine 
spirit"  many  more. 

Now,  leaving  religion  out  of  the 
question  (which  subject  no  self-re- 
specting, level-headed  person  should 
discuss  In  the  manner  so  many  do  In 
"letters  to  the  paper"),  there  are  a 
number  of  arguments  I  should  like  to 
put  against  Mr.  Perry's.  But  In  order 
to  save  space  the  few  I  shall  discuss 
shall  be  as  brief  as  possible. 

1.  There  seems  to  be  no  getting 
away  from  this  fact.  The  consider- 
able and  dangerous  discontent  now 
shown  by  the  male  workers  of  North 
America  is  due.  60  per  cent  at  least, 
to  the  intolerant,  hypocritical,  anti- 
freedom  behaviour  of  those  In  power 
over  the  drink  question. 

2.  Alcoholic  liquids  did  harm  at 
any  time  within  the  world's  history 
to  no  real,  sane  and  mentally  strong 
human,  and  only  hurt  the  feeble 
willed,  who  even  without  it  would 
and  are  useless  to  the  progress  of 
mankind. 

S.  The  physically  weak  are  nearly 
always  benePted  by  stimulant. 

4.  Speaking  from  the  returned  sol- 
diers' point  of  view,  literally  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  our  empire's 
most  useful  men  have  been  really 
helped  by  the  stron.test  splrlta  in  thls^ 
war. 

Sir,  there  are  many  other  effective 
points  to  bring  out  against  prohib- 
ition, but  time  and  space  now  pre- 
vent it. 

Is  It  not  time  that  the  s^ner, 
broader  minded,  stronger  willed  part 
of  the  people  (though  perhaps  un- 
fortunately In  slight  minority)  took 
up  thla  matter  of  intolerance  In  this 
so-called  laHl  of  freedom?  Where 
-4s  the  freedom  that  so  many  gallant 
Canadians  fought  or  died  for?  Is  It 
to  be  still  tied  hand  and  foot  by 
those  who  stayed  at  home?

Complaint  of  condltlona  under 
whlctwmen  are  working  on  the  Rot>- 
crtso'n  contract  on  the  P.O.B3.  track- 
layiiig  work  has  reached  Premier 
Oliver  In  the  form  of  a  reaolutlon  re- 
cently pawed  by  the  Vancouver 
brarieh  of  the  Grant  War  Veterans* 
AMOciatlon,  In  which  It  le  alleged  that 
bridgemen  and  piledrlvem  employed 
by  the  Arm  of  contractors  are  being 
paid  leaa  than  the  regular  union  rate 
of  wages. 

Premier  Oliver  has  replied  that  he 
will  investigate  the  complaint,  and 
that  the  resolution  received  by  him  Is 
the  first  Intimation  he  has  haxi  that 
any  diasatlsfaotlon  exists  or  that  other 
than  the  union  scale  of  wages  Is  be- 
ing paid.     He  suggests  that  the  sol- 


diers'  organization   has    been     misin- 
formed on  the  situation. 

Relative  to  the  complaint  Premier 
Oliver  stated  that  when  he  was  on  hia 
recent  trip  over  the  line  of  the  F.G.B. 
he  had  full  opportunity- to  meet  men 
engaged  on  the  contract  and  see  con- 
ditions for  himself;  and  he  had  re- 
ceived no  intimation'  from  any  of  the 
men  employed  there  that  they  were 
not  aatlsfled  with  the  conditions  under 
which  they  were  working. 

Invested  With  Palllam 

ST.  PAUL.  May  27.— Archbishop 
Dowling  was  invested  with  the  pal- 
lium at  impressive  ceremonies  today. 
Archbishop  Keane  of  Dubuque,  la., 
presiding  at  the  ceremony.  Twenty 
bishops  ahd  200  priests,  besides  the 
two  archbishopa,  were  jn  the  proces- 
sion from  the  archi-eplscopal  resi- 
dence to  the  cathedral  nearby.  The 
installation  of  Archbishop  Dowling 
occurred  several  weeks  ago,  the  pal- 
lium being  delayed  in  arrival.

"And  we  were  coming  up  a  cross- 
road toward  the  main  highway  that 
led  to  town.  As  we  got  within  a  few 
yards  of  the  corner  a  small  motor 
ear.  with  a  man  driving  and  a  woman 
beside  him.  drove  by.  Aa  the  car 
reached  the  crossroads  shots  wers 
heard.  The  motor  stopped,  the 
woman  fell  out  on  the  road,  and  the 
driver  collapsed  over  his  wheel.  Then 
w.e  saw  two  motor  trucks  filled  with 
bluejacketa  coming  down  the  road 
from  town.  They  stopped  where  the 
couple  were  killed,  flopped  Idto  the 
drains  at  the  roadside,  and  com* 
menced  firing.  Just  as  the  muUneers 
shot  .at  the  small  car  they  saw  tbs 
sailors  coming  and  fled  Into  the 
Jungle.  We  stood  where  we  were, 
not  knowing  where  the  shots  came 
from.  If  our  men  had  not  come  our 
turn  would  have  been  nest,  aa  the 
mutineers  had  Just  reached  the  cross- 
roads. The  lady  in  the  car  was  the 
only  woman  killed  in  the  mutiny,  and 
she  was  struck  by  mistake,  the  shots 
being  meant  for  the  man  alone." 

In  his  apartments  in  the  Glenshlel 
Inn,  Mr.  C.  D.  McLachlin,  naval 
architect  with  the  Singapore  Harbor 
Board,  went  In  retrospect  to  the  days 
of  1915  when  the  Indian  regiment, 
almost  1.000  men",  stationed  at  Singa- 
pore, mutinied  and  attempted  the 
slaughter  of  every  male  European. 
The  uprising  failed,  but  not  before 
quite  a  number  of  white  men  and 
mutineers  had  died. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLachlin,  with  their 
baby,  were  in  imminent  danger  of  be- 
-lay  shot  down  when  the  mqtlny  first 
began,  as  shown  in  the  opening  para- 
graph.  The  troop  transport  Nile 
dropped  anchor  oft  the  City  of  Singa- 
pore to  pick  up  the  regiment  of  Ben- 
galls  on  Chinese  New  Year,  February 
IBth.  1915.  The  men  were  told  to 
load  their  gear  into  wagons  at  the 
native  barracks,  and  before  they  had 
completed  their  task  they  shot  down 
the  European  ofllcers  nearby.  The 
native  barracks  were  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  the  drydock  where 
Mr.  McLachlin  was  living.  This  was 
about  four  miles  out  of  town. 
Emden's  Crow  Released 

One  party  of  the  mutineers  went 
to  the  Internment  camp  and  after 
shooting  down  the  volunteer  guard 
there  they  set  loose  the  crew  of  the 
German  cruiser  Emden.  This  was 
done,  Mr.  MoLachUin  says,  because 
the  natives  wanted  the  '  Germans  to 
lead  them.  The  interned  men,  how- 
ever, were  not  having  any,  and  they 
escaped  to  Java.  The  officer  in 
charge  of  the  internment  camp  was 
shot  down  at  the  telephone  while  try- 
in%°  to  call  aid. 

Another  party  of  mutineers  sur- 
rounded the  cottage  of  the  major 
in  charge  of  the  barracks.  The  com- 
manding officer  and  his  fellow  Euro- 
peans resisted  the  mutineers  and  suc- 
cessfully held  them  off  until  help  ar- 
rived next  morning. 

A  party  of  Malay  States  volunteers, 
European  planters,  at  Singapore  for 
maneuvers  and  encamped  near  the 
native  barracks,  were  warned  by  an 
officer  who  escaped.  Some  of  the 
volunteers  fought  their  way  through 
to  the  major's  bungalow  while  others 
went  on  into  town  to  warn,the  people 
ther ». 

Golf   Interrupted 

By  this  time  the  mutineers  were  on 
their  way  to  town  In  various  groups 
and  by  different  routes.  One  body 
went  around  by  the  drydock  and  dis- 
covered a  party  of  men  playing  golf 
upon  the  links  at  the  seaside.  The 
Indians  opened  fire  upon  them,  but 
the  Europeans  made  their  escape, 
luckily  being  picked  up  on  the  beach 
by  a  patrol  launch.  One  of  the  men 
who  escaped  warned  the  dockyard, 
and  the  McLachlans  and  others  there 
started  for  town.  It  was  while  on 
their  Journey  that  they  saw  the  cou- 
ple killed  in  the  motor  car.  It  took 
from  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until 
8  at  night  to  reach  town,  and  great 
excitement  reigned  the  while.  Muti- 
neers were  flring  down  upon  the  peo- 
ple on  the  road  from  the  heights 
around,  and  danger  was  ever  present. 
All  transportation  services  had  ceased 
and  everyone  was  retiring  to  the  city. 
The  mutineers  were  making  the 
rounds  of  the  outlying  district,  kill- 
ing all  the  white  men  that  they  met, 
but  sparing  women  and  children. 
Murdered  in  Sleep 

Three  men  were  found  afterwards 
stretched  on  their  long  chairs  in  their 
bungalow.  They  had  been  stabbed 
through  the  heart  while  lying  asleep.

had  been  brought  down  outside. 

A  motor  party  were  driving  along 
a  road,  when  suddenly  a  body  of  In- 
dians appeared  in  front  of  them  and 
opened  flre  at  dose  range.  The  Euro- 
peans were  all  killed  but  two.  A  man 
ia  the  back  seat  threw  a  lady  paseen- 
ger^dpwn  In  the  bottom  of  the  car 
and  flung  hlnuwlf  down  also,  but  not 
before  he  had  been  shot  nine  times. 
He  fortunately  recovered.  Altogether 
there  were  forty  .or  fifty  Europeans 
killed  during  the  mutiny. 
Went  ^inafry 
.  The  morning  after  the  trouble 
started  the  women  and  children  were 
ordered  aboard  the  vessels  lying  in 
the  harbor,  while  the  men  were  or- 
ganised for  defence.  About  1.700 
were  taken  on  the  transport  Nile  and 
there  suffered  tire  greatest  discom- 
fort owing  to  lack  of  food,  water  and 
room.  The  women  fought  daily  for 
something  to  eat.  and  the  weaker 
ones  went  hungry.  Mr.  McLachlan 
went  for  a  considerable  time  without 
food,  but  at  length  succeeded  in  get- 
ting something  to  efit  when  a  muscu- 
lar friend  fought  her  way  to  the 
commissariat.  The  refugees  could  not 
take  exercise  on  deck,  and  were 
forced  to  stay  below  in  cramped 
quarters. 

The  bluejackets  from  the  gunboat 
Cadmus  were  sent  to  the  relief  of 
the  major  and  his  band  in  the  bun- 
galow and  they  fought  their  way 
through  with  the  loss  of  only  one 
man.  The  guns  on  the  forts  which 
were  built  upon  the  islands  of  Singa- 
pore Harbor  were  trained  upon  the 
native  barracks,  and  had  the  muti- 
neers been  successful  in'  overcoming 
the  besieged  officers,  the  forts  would 
have  blown  the  camp  to  pieces. 
Wnrsblps  to  Reacne 

After  three  days  warships  began  to 
arrive  and  send  their  men  ashore. 
After  the  taking  of  the  barracks  by 
the  bluejackeU  the  morning  after 
the  mutiny  commenced  the  Indians 
were  scattered,  but  they  continued  to 
give  trouble  at  outlying  polnta. 
Mntltte<n«  Shot 

Conditions  on  the  Nile  were  so  bad 
that  Mrs.  McLachlan  and  her  baby 
left  the  ship  and  stayed  at  a  hotel. 
Zone  after  sone  was  decIare^Tsafe  by 
the  auttioritles,  but  the  dockyard 
property  was  not  Included.  Mr.  Mc- 
Lachlan decided,  however,  that  he 
would  take  a  chance  and  get  back  to 
work.  The  men  at  the  dock  did 
picket  duty  ettch  night,  but  they  were 
not  molested.  The  Indians  were 
gradually  hunted  down  or  chased  out 
of  the  district. 

The  trouble  la  thought  to  have 
been  started  from  Turkey,  an  Indian 
merchant  who  had  acted  as  corre- 
spondent with  the  Turks  being  later 
shot.  It  was  feared  for  a  time  that 
a  religious  uprising  might  take  place 
throughout  the  Malay  Peninsula,  but 
nothing    like    this    transpired. 

Three  ringleaders  were  shot,  and 
later  another  two  and  another 
twenty  fell  bel^ore  a  firing  squad  In 
the  public  square.  The  men  were 
lined  up  against  a  wall  and  their 
crimes  and  sentences  were  read  out  at 
official  length. 

Mr.  McLachlan  and  family  have 
been  here  for  their  health  and  are 
now  on  their  way  back  to  Singapore.

SEE  TROUBLE  AHEAD 

Nervous  IndlvUhials  in  Provlooe  Urge 

Upon  Government  Necessity  of 

Being  Prepared. 

The  strikes  and  rumors  of  sfarlkea 
which  constitute  a  large  part  of  the 
daily  news,  coupled  with  movements 
among  the  unions  for  the  One  Big 
Union,  and  the  dally  Indications  which 
press  upon  the  attention  of  the  gen- 
eral public  the  apparent  feeling  of  un- 
rest In  the  work-a-day  world,  has 
resulted  in  many  communications 
from  various  parts  of  the  province 
being  seat  in  to  members  of  the  Oov- 
ernment,  all  couched  in  a  more  or 
less  pessimistic  vein  and  all  urging 
that  the  Government  should  take 
steps  to  prepare  for  possible  trouble. 
Hardly  a  member  of  the  Cabinet  but 
has  received  communications  of  such 
a  tenor  and  apparently  a  consUlerable 
portion  of  the  electorate  of  the  pro- 
vince expect  that  the  present  evid- 
ences of  labor  and  political  unrest 
portend  some   undesirable   outcome.' 

The  majority  of  the  epistles  cover 
ground  that  comes  within  the  scope  ot 
the  Provincial  Department  of  Labor 
or  the  Department  of  the  Attorhey- 
Qeneral.

There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Min- 
isterial Association  on  Monday  after- 
noon for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
a  religious  census  of  the  district,  and 
It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the 
undertaking  during  the  pext  month.

"Durlns  my  decent  trip,"  he  Went 
on.     "I     met  a  number     of     people, 
especially  In  Ai6erlean  cities,  who  had 
been  In, British  Columbia     and  who 
know  somethint  of  our  climatic  and 
scenic  advantages.     They  were  unan- 
ImoQs  In  their  opinion     that     if  the 
people  of  this  province  would  only  let 
the  rest  of  the  world  know  what  at- 
tractions we  (ossess     in     the  i*ray  of 
scenery  and   climate,   Brltiah  Coliim« 
bta  would  become  the  playground  and 
sportsman's  paradise  of  the  continent, 
and  there  are  millions  of  people  right 
on  this  continent  who  have  money  to 
spend  and  who  are  looking  for  a  place 
to  enjoy  a  month  or  two  in  the  year. 
I  believe    if   we   were    to    institute   a^

Mr.  Harvey  has  only  recently  re- 
turned from  a  six  weeks'  combined 
business  and-  pleasure  trip  to  the 
Bastem  markets.  While  away  he  vis- 
ited Chicago,  Kew  York,  Boston, 
Montreal,  Toronto,  St.  John  and  HalU 
fax.  Mrs.  Harvey,  who  went  E^ast 
with  her  husband,  remained  to  visit 
friends  In  her  home  city,  in  New 
Brunswlcli. 

Referring  to  his  sojourn  in  the 
Eastern  centres,  Mr.  Harvey  said  that 
he  had  had  occasion  to  meet  men, 
prominent  in  the  flnanolal  world  both 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  all 
of  whom  had  spoken  very  favorably 
of  the  CoastN  Province  and  of  the 
Capital  City  in  particular. 

BfperlttlMg  Big  Rush 
He  went  on  to  say~ibat  be  had  met 
many  manufacturers     and  larger  re- 
tailers.    Hoping  for  lower  price*  this 
year."  the  latter  had^lald  In  very  limit- 
ed stocks     for 'Spring.     The  '  sudden 
termination  of  the  war  and  the  de- 
mobilisation     of    the   C.B.F.,      all    of 
whom  required  new  outfits  of  clothes, 
resulted   In  a   heavy  demand   on  the 
manufacturers,  who  have     been  hard 
pressed    In   keeping   up    their   orders. 
Shipments  by  express     were     now  a 
common  occurrence.     In  this  connec- 
tion Mr.  Harvey  stated  that  Toronto 
«  ,   people  'were  making     every     possbUe 
people   were    making     every   possible 
Itles  to  demobilise  as  many  units  of 
the  C.B.F.  as  possible  in  that  city,  on 
the  groUnd  that  with  the  Issuance  of 
discharge   cheques,      clothing      allow- 
ances and  a  two-months'  pass,  much 
of  the  soldier  money  would  be  spent 
in  the  IBast. 

Drop  In  Woollma      .,    • 

In  making  selectlona  of  clothes  for 
next  Spring  Mr.  Harvey  found  that, 
woollens  had  dropped  about  60  cents 
on  a  suit  over  this  Fall's  prices.  The 
difference  in  cost  of  Old  Country  lln> 
ings  more  than  ofCset  this  reduction, 
however.  The  laid -down  cost  on  one 
particular  piece  of  lining  which  before 
the  war  cost  40  centa,  now  costs  $1.55. 
The  cost  of<4abor  In  making  suits 
would  be  much  In  excess  of  anything 
heard  of  before,  due  to  inoreased 
wages  and  shorter  hours. 

When  In  Truro  he- learned  by  cable 
that  at  the  London  Spring  wool  auc- 
tion the  British  Oovernment  had 
undertaken  to  releaao  wool  at  7  1-3 
per  cent  less  than  the  minimum  price. 
When  the  bidding  opened  the  price 
jumped  7  1-2  per  cent  above,  or  16  per 
cent  higher  than  the  Oovernment 
figure.  In  a  fortnight  there  was  an- 
other Increase  of  15  per  cent,  all  of 
whleh  was  due  to  Ahe  enormous  de- 
mand coming  from  Buropean  coun- 
tries. When  the  U.  8.  Oovernment  re- 
leased its  wool  at  a  fraction  less  than 
the  minimum,  the  mills  sofd  conald- 
erably  beyond  their  capacity  to  de- 
liver. The  consensua  of  opinion  la, 
said  Mr.  Harvey,  that  the  diflloulty 
next  Sprlny  will  be  the  supply  rather 
than  the  price.

That  the  general  public  from  edast 
to  coast  were  strong  In  their  endorse- 
ment of  the  stand  returned  soldiers 
were  taking  on  matters  of  public  In- 
terest was  one  of  the  statements  mf^de 
by  Mr.  Harvey.  While  occasionally  a 
fanatical  man  caused  some  trouble. 
the  usual  stand  taken  on  flnanclal  and 
economic  questions  was  sound, ,  he 
■aid.  During  his  absence  from  the 
olty  he  Intimated  that  he  had  been 
able  to  etabllsh  Canadian  and  Amer- 
ican connections  which  would  enable 
his  store  to  receive  new  samples, 
styles  and  shipments  every  month  in- 
stead of  half-yearly  as  formerly.

BepresesUng  BrlUsh  Columbia  aA 
the  conference  were  Dr.  Simon  F. 
Tolmie.  M.  P.,  and  Mr.  W  T.  Mac- 
Donald.  Provincial  Live  Stock  Com- 
missioner. The  latter^retumed  to 
Victoria  yester«»y  morning. 

As  a  result  of  tho  conference  Mr, 
H  8.  Arkell,  Dominion  Uve  Stock 
CommlMloner.  has  left ,  for  Europe 
for  the*  purpose  of  placlitg  contracts 
for  horses  and  cattle  from  Canada, 
especially  for  light  horses,  for  which 
there  is  a  keen  demand  in  the  Allied 
countries.  In  the  event  of  suoh  naar- 
kets  being  found  the  provincial  de- 
partments will  undertake  tho  «•• 
sembllng  of  the  etock.  Canada,  at 
the  present  tire*  can  supply  large 
numbers  of  light  horses,  for  wh|eh 
tliere  Is  little  or  no  demand  In  C««* 
ada  or  In  Great  Britain,  but  which  In 
some  of  thu  AlUsd  countries,  where 
maob  lighter  horses  are  used  eJrten- 
slvely  f*r  agricultuMH  purposes,  are 
keenly  needed  and  wlU,  It  !■  expected 
find  ready  sale.

Plans  for^Navy  Increase. 


PARISIAN  INTERVIEWS 
ADMIRAL  BEATTY 

By  Andre*  Viollle.  In  The  London 
D«ilr  MaU 


WASHINGTON.  M»y  JT.— There 
he*  b«en  no  chens*  in  tbe  navy's 
policy  of  creating  two  fleets,  tbe  At- 
lantlo  and  Pacinc.  Secretary  Danlele 
told  the  Houae  naval  committee  to- 
day, and  by  the  latter  part  of  the 
Summer  a  large  number  of  every 
type  will  be  In  Paclflc  waters. 

•'There  will  be  two  fleets  of  equal 
Btrength,"  the -Secretary  said,  "with 
two  Of  the  best  admirals  of. the  navy 
In  command.  1  took,  this  up  With 
Admiral  Benson  recently  and  believe 
the  time  has  come  to  put  the  plan 
Into  effect. 

"After  a  lon«  war  the  navy  la  apt 
to  grow  stale,"  continued  Mr.  Daniels, 
"and  we  can  stimulate  Interest  by 
having  two  fleets,  which  can  pome  to- 
gether every  year  In  the  Atlantic  or 
Paclflc  on  a  programme  to  be  worked 
out  by  the  War  College.  1»  Ume  of 
need.  Qf  course,  the  fleets  would  be 
combined." 

Secretary  Daniels  said  he  did  not 
mean  that  half  of  the  navy's  ships 
would  be  In  the  PaoMc  all  the  time, 
however. 

In  a  general  discussion  of  naval 
plans  the  Secretary  said  the  nn%V 
ought  to  have  a  training  station  lA 
Southern  California.  The  weather 
alone  made  it  desirable,  he  said,  add- 
ing that  It  took  a  million  dollars' 
worth  of  coal  to  heat  the  naval  train- 
ing station  at  Chicago  last  year.  He 
said  he  hoped  to  visit  the  coast  In 
July  or  August  to  consider  tbe  nav:^ 
situation   In   that   section. 

Secretary  Daniels  reiterated  the 
statement  he  made  before  tbe  commit- 
tee last  Winter,  that  »f_  » A*****?  ^ .  <»/ 
nations  should  not\be  one  of  the  out- 
growths of  the  war.  the  United  States 
hould  have  "a  navy  second  to  none  In 
the  world." 

"Since  last  December  conditions  have 
changed,"  he  said,  "the  covenant  is  on 
the  eve  of  adoption.  '  I  rirmly  believe 
that  Congress  should  not  approve  addi- 
tional construction  further  than  that 
authorised    in    the    19 IS    programme," 

Secretary    Daniels    said    there    prob- 
ably   were   several   reasons    why   Oreat 
.'Britain  had  not  gone  further  with     its 
building  programme. 

"Some  of  the  statesmen  with  whom 
I  talked  on  my  recent  visit  to  Europe, 
"feel  that  when  the  league  of  nations 
Is  established  there  will  be  no  reason 
for  expending  large  sums  of  money  for 
warships.  They  t>elteve  Oreat  Britain 
should  give  attention  to  changing  con- 
struction. They  are  changing  ships  In 
the  matter  of  quarters  for  enlisted  men, 
and  they  are  giving  more  and  more  con- 
sideration to  tbe  men.  We've  given  It. 
and  we  must   give  morf." 

The  Secretary  said  the  general  board 
was  now  discussing  the  advisability  of 
constructing  composite  ships  Instead  of 
the  battle'  cruisers  authorised  In  the 
19K  programme.  The  decision  of  the 
board  will  be  given  to  Ihe  committee 
within  the  next  few  days,  he  said. 

/lUar  AdiniraT  Taylor,  chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair, 
said  that  while  the  composite  ship  did 
not  carry  as  heavy  armament  as  the 
present  battleships.  It  had-^  greater 
speed  and  had  other  points  of  supe- 
riority. He  declined  to  give  an  opinion 
as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  the 
type. 

Mr.  Daniels  gave  the  committee  a  de- 
tailed account  of  his  trip  to  Europe, 
and  discussed  bubraartne  warfare  at 
some     length. 

Representative  Kelly,  of  lllcblgan, 
asked  the  Secretary  If  the  submarine 
waa  "going  or  coming." 

"That  Is  a  hard  quiAtlon,"  Mr. 
DaAlels  replied.  "I  think  some  of  the 
large  nations  would  like  to  have  the 
submarine  declared  a  menace." 

"I  hope  this  never  will  l>e  so  far 
as  we  are  concerned,"  said  Representa- 
tive Hicks.  Republican,  of  New  York, 
"for  It  may  be  our  principal  method  of 
dafence."  "

These  words,  spoken  to  mo  by  a 
I  treat  French  admiral  last  y«ar  at  the 
most  critical  moment  of  the  war. 
(oame  back  to  m«  the  other  day  as  1 
waiohad  tbf  dark  blue  silhouette  of 
the  British  admiral  side  by  side  with 
that  of  a  French  General  passing 
along  the  lines  of  troops  in  the  vast 
quadransls  ot  the  Invalides. 

The  saered  union  of  the  British 
Navy  with  the-^FrencIf  Army  for  the 
defeoee  of  the  liberty  of  -peoples — 
there  ^e  have  a  newly  aeoomplished 
Caot,  the  most  wonderful'  In  the 
wprtd's  history.  oonS^rated  at  the  In- 
valides and  at  the  Sorbonne  by  the 
shouts  of  enthusiasm  and  gratitude  of 
the  French  crowd., 

This  time  Nelson— Beatty — is  with 
us!  ^udacity  emanates  as  simply  and 
naturally  from  Admiral  Beatty  as 
light  does  from  th*  sun.  It  is  l|i  the 
backwaird  throw  of  the  head  when  he 
givas  orders,  in  his  stronr  features,  so 
sharply  out  that  they  seem  to  have 
been  carved  In  granite,  in  his  piercing 
look,  which  searohds  one  with  the 
keenness  of  stdel,  in  his  precise,  vital 
movements.  In  his  brief  manner  of 
apeech,  broken  by  silences  during 
which  tbe  thought  seems  to  be  gather- 
ing Itself  up  In  order  ,  to  break  out 
with  greater  force. 

Yes.  here  is  an  audacity  .which  In 
critical  hours  must  galvanise  and  In- 
spire e>'eryone  around  htm,  but  an 
audacity  which  has  nothing  Impulsive 
about  it,  which  leaves  no  door  open  to 
chance,  but  which  divines  every  ruse, 
calculates-  and  foresees  every  stum- 
bling-block. 

linpresMlfm  of  His  Visit 

There  are  twinkle  sof  humor  in  .his 
eyes  as  well  as  lightning  glances  of 
criticism;  there  is  sharp  irony  In  the 
clarion  call  of  his  laugh.  It  was  this 
lau^  I.  heard  first  of  ail  when  I  went 
to  ask  Admiral  Beatty  his  impressions 
on  his  visit  to  Paris.  "Talk  again?" 
he  said,  "t  feel  as  If  I  had  done 
nothing  else  for  two  days.  Ah! 
flghtlnS  Is  flnished.  talking  has  begun' 
It  is  peace  loaeed!'' 

Then  he  becmae  grave,  and  a  sha- 
dow of  einotion  crogned  his  face  while 
he  pronounced  slowly,  pausing  be- 
tween the  phrSaes: 

"It  is  diffleult  to  express  what  one 
feels  most.  The  reception  given  to 
the  British  Navy  by  the  French  na- 
tion has  been  so  enthusiastically  warm 
and  brotherly  that  it  overcomes  all 
feelings.  '  T|ie  value  of  such  viftllts  to 
England  and  to  France  la  that  It  adds 
a  •  personal  touch  and  remembrancea 
to  esteem  and  friendship.  I  knew 
very  well  what  the  French  army  had 
enduyed,  the  prodigies  of  valor' it  had 
aoo6mpIlat>ed,  biit  I  had  not  seen 
them.  My  tour  of  the  French  battle- 
fields of  the  E^st  enabled  me  to  see 
them.  My  admiration  for  the  heroism 
of  tbe  French  soldier  was  augmented 
greatly." 

"But  the  British  Navy  has  been  just 
as  splendid,"  I  said;  "its  battle  has 
been  as  painful  and  perilous  as  the 
monotonous  battle  of  the  trenches, 
without  the  same  hope  of  the  dally 
communique  and  its  sparkle  of  glory!" 

".Tes."  replied  Admiral  Beatty. 
"the  French  soldier  and  the  British 
sailor  have  done  their  duty^-«-the  one 
on  land,  the  other  on  sea.  I  am  net 
forgetting  the  treat  French  Navy, 
which  we  always  found  at  our  side  In 
the  hour  of  danger,  and  on  which  we 
counted  as  our  most  valuable  re- 
serve." 

War  Memories 

Before  leaving  Admiral  Beatty,  I 
asked  him  to  tell  me  his  most  endur- 
ing impression  of  the  war,  the  worst 
or  the  best. 

He  threw  me  a  rapid  glance  from 
his  steely  eyes,  where  I  read  a  shade 
of  pity.  "The  worst!"  he  said,  with 
a  short,  ironical  laugh,  turning  to- 
wards his  aidea-de-oamp;  "which  day 
was  it,  and  at  what  time?"  and, 
gravely,  "The  worst!"  He  rises 
brusquely,  paces  the  red  carpet  of  the 
salon  with  his  rapid-balanced  step  as 
if  he  were  pacing  up  and  down  the 
bridge  of  a  ship:  then,  lifting  the  c\^. 
tain  with  his  arm  In  its  sleeve  heavllj^ 
braided  with  gold,  he  stops  before  a 
window  and,  looking  with  a  far-away 
gaze  out  across  the  green  gardens  of 
the  Tulleries,  he  seems  to  be  seeing 
the  powerful  grey  Dreadnoughts,  the 
swift  cruisers,  the  black  destroyers, 
the  bold  submarines,  all  these  ships — 
the  pride  of  the  British  Empire — 
which,  obedient  to  his  voice,  went  to 
death  or  glory. 

.  Is  he  thinking  of  the  hard  and  blt- 
Ver  combat  olT  Dogger  Bank,  in  which 
the  breath  of  a  big  shell  tore  off  his 
coat,  and  which  maimed  the  German 
Fleet  for  fifteen  months,  or  of  the 
splendid  and  bold  manoeuvre  of  Jut- 
land. In  which  he  drew  the  enemy 
upoh  him  and  held  tliem  to  give  the 
rest  of  the  fleet  time  to  come  up — one 
of  those  dramatic  and  still  unknown 
Incidents  which  are  the  glorious  na^'aI 
epics  of  Britain?  What  prodigious 
minutes  of  danger  and  heroism  was  he 
living  over  again   in   his  mind? 

All  at  once  he  tuma  around. 
"There  Were  too  many  bad  hours,"  he 
said,  but  I  will  tell  you  the  pleasant- 
est.  It  was  on  the  2>th  of  August. 
1914.  A  small  British  force  trailed 
her  coat — you  know  the  Irish  expres- 
sion?— for  Ave  hours  off  the  enemy's 
principal  base — Heligoland — with  the 
whole  of  the  High  Seas  Fleet  waiting 
behind.  Well,  the  head  and  tall  of 
the  story  Is  that  we  aank  and  de- 
stroyed everything  that  came  out  and 
put  the  rest  to  flight.  That  Is  fill. 
B^t  that  day,  which  one  Is  too  apt  to 
forget,  marked  for  me  the  moral  su- 
periority of  the  British  Fleet." 

The  whole  civilised  world  has  rsti- 
fled  the  verdict  of  the  glorious  sailor, 
and  It  is  with  the  love  and  gratitude 
of  us  all  that  Britannia  will  hence- 
forth rule  the  waves.

"The  American  Citizen''  Shows 
More  Gifted  Talent  In 
Oramatic  Society  —  Play 
Running  All  Week.        * 


The  Princess  Dramatic  Society  haa 
been  called  talented.  It  may  be  added, 
now  that  their  splendid  performance 
of  "The  American  Citizen"  (running 
this  week)  has  been  seen,  that  they 
are  also  "various,"  in  the  gifted  way 
that  finished  artistes  are  various  and 
versatile.  Whatever  Nat  Goodwin  and 
Maxine  Elliott  made  of  the  principal 
parts,  they  could  not  posslbljr  have 
given  anything  much  better  than  the 
audieaces  at  the  Princess  Theatre  are 
enjoying,  as  from  the  principal  parta 
down  to  the  humblest  there  Is  a  good 
lealven  of  consistency  and  excellent 
enHembie  aetting  which  makes  for  a 
homogeneous  reading.  The  play  do- 
serves  Strong  support  from  the  public 
during  the  remainder  of  its  run,  both 
on  Ita  own  merits  and  because  of  the 
really  fine  way  in  which  It  Is  pre- 
sented— a  crlticiam  which  applies  to 
the  staging  and  dressing  aa  much  aa 
to  the  casting  of  the  parts. 

The  story  has  been  sketched  in  a 
previous  notice.  It  ia  a  play  in  which 
all  the  principles  take  quite  Important 
roles,  only  In  two  instancea  the  play- 
wright's characters  being  so  insignifi- 
cant that  the  audience  fails  to  be  in- 
tei'estcd  In  their  individuality.  It  is 
almost  a  disappointment  to  many,  for 
instance,  that  the  story  df  Georgia 
Chapin  is  not  carried  a  step  further 
so  that  one  can  see  a  happier  chapter 
than  that  iif  which  her  history  closes. 
As  for  the  principals — everything  be- 
gins In  the  traditional  phase  of  mia- 
undcrstaading  and  concludes  in  simi- 
larly time-honored  fashion  by  the  re- 
union of  two  mortals  who  succeeded 
Just  a  moment  l>efore  in  convincing 
the  spectator  that  they  were  deter- 
mined oif  the  creation  of  mutual  and 
life-long  unhappiness  by  1i  stubborn 
uncommunicatlveness  and  pride  which 
closed  all  avenues  of  sympathy. 

R,  N.  Hinoks  as  Beresford  Cruger 
(afterwards  Carew)  was  In  one  of  his 
happiest  roles,  a  part  demanding  not 
quite  so  much  effervesceae  of  vpirlta 
and  a  little  more  kindliness  of  philos- 
ophy than  any  that  he  has  had  before. 
His  descent  in  the  last  act  frotn  a 
worldly  man  of  means  with  a  domestlo 
grief  which  he  takes  with  calm  to  a 
purveyor  of  stove  polish  very  much 
down-at-heel  and  out-of-pocket  is  a 
piece  of  finished  acting  devoid  of  the 
burlesque  which  a  lesser  artist  might 
easily  have  Infused  into  the  interpre- 
tation of  tho  part.  Miss  Hickman,  the 
tady  who  aa  "Beatrice  Carew"  took 
the  bonds  of  wedlock  for  the  purpose 
of  winning  back  the  fortune  which  her 
father  willed  unjustly  from  her, 
showed  ■  becoming  poise,  well-con- 
trolled grief  for  her  scallai^Mr  lover, 
Egerton  Brown,  supposed  to  have 
fallen  to  his  death  from  a  precipice 
in  the  Alps;  and  a  very  nice  taste  in 
frocks.     Her    acting    throughout  was 
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consistent  and  her  reading  of  the  part 
clear  and  straightforward. 

A  really  very  fine  piece  of  acting 
was  given  by  Mr.  T.  Edward  Clark  as 
the  stiff,  somewhat  elderly  and  slight- 
ly deaf  Peter  Barbury.  Mr.  Stuart 
Clark  waa  a  refined  v^u-iety  of  the 
traditional  villain-of-th*-pleoo.  and 
voluntarily  made  the  part  of  Egferton 
Brown  aa  diataataful  aa  possible  right 
from  the  first  moment  of  his  appear- 
aaoa  on  the  stage.  Sir  Humphrey 
Bunn  (W.  Tayler)  was  quiet  and  sym- 
pathetic and  even-voiced  throughout, 
and  left  an  Impression  of  a  man  who 
had  many  and  weighty  responsibilitlaa 
as  well  as  large  affections  and  sympa- 
thies. Mra.  W.  Tayler  as  lAdy  Bunn 
was  correctly  conventional,  but  had 
not^  withal,  lost  all  sense  of  romance. 
As  aunt  and  niece  Carola  Chapin 
(Mrs.  Thornborrow)  and  Georgia 
CHiapin  (Miaa  Helnekey)  were  an  ab- 
aolute  oontrast,  the  former  being  dis- 
tressingly "splnateryfled"  and  given  to 
"rushing"  flatterers,  while  the  latter 
was  sweetly  unaffected  and  charming. 

Short  and  violent  irsre  the  appear- 
ances of  Isaac  Isaaca  (J.  Patch)  a 
dealer  in  "booma  and  beesneas,"  and 
a  masterpiece  of  advisory-valetting 
was  found  in  Blmms  (A.  D.  M.  Fair- 
bairn),  who  carried  Just  the  right  air 
for  a  servant  both  humble  and  over- 
wise.  Master  D.  Campbell  again  \ 
earned  laurels  in  the  part  of  an  otBoe 
boy. 

The  small  parts  falling  to  Lieut. 
Harvey  as  Willie  Bunn  and  Miss  'BUJ'- 
ler  as  Annette  were  efflclently  flIUU. 

The  scenery  is  beautiful,  tn  Act^I* 
particularly,   this  shtfWtng  a  glimpse 
of  the  Riviera,  full  of  sunshine  and 
the  blue  p^  the  Mediterranean*

Miss  iKitus  Griffith  was  the  second 
dinger  to  appear  in  solos,  and  of  her 
two  numbers  the  familiar  Oodard  "Bar- 
eeuse"  with  'cello  oblitato,  was  a  fav- 
orite, suitiag  the  pleasing  character  of 
her  messo  voice  admirably.  Miss 
Nora  Southwell  has  a  nice  contralto 
quality  and  good  expression,  and  was 
heard  In  two  croups,  her  first  inolud* 
iitg  the  attractive  "Oypsy  Love  Song." 
by  Victor  Herbert,  the  second  "Break  6' 
Day"yand  "My  Task."  the  latter  with 
'oeUd  oblltato.  Miss  Moaa  Miseaer  has 
a  brilliant  voice  of  great  promise,  and 
her  renderings  of  "Tes  Yeus'  and  "By 
the  Waters  of  Mlnnetonka"  were  very 
charming,  the  former  being  (tven  with 
happy  express  ion.  the  Utter  with  the 
seductiveness  of  tone  that  mak«  for  the 
charm  of  the-  melody.  This  number 
also  had  %el)a  acoompantmenC. 

The  audience  would  hi^ve  been  dis- 
appointed had  not  Mrs.  Fabey  herself 
appeared  oa  the  programme,  which  was 
concluded  with  four  numbers  by  this 
ever-popular  artist.  One  of  the  loveliest 
things  which  she  sings,  "Tbe  Sheep 
Herder."  was  include^  among  her 
numbers,  and  last  of  all  she  sang  "Tbe

A  programme  of  lesser  merit-  has 
often  attracted  a  much  larger  audience 
than  that  given  last  evening  at  the  Km- 
press  ballroom  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Local  Council  of  Women.

Troabies. 

London's  "only  and  original"  Petti- 
coat Lane  has  awakened  from  lU 
long  sleep,  Inlposed  by  the  war  and 
the  rigors  of  an  unusually  wet 
Winter,  and  with  the  coming  of 
Spring  fairly  hums  with  life,  trade 
and  dirt. 

Petticoat  Lane  is  more  of  a  district 
than  a  street,  for  there  are  a  number 
of  streets,  and  each  one  carries  the 
same  curb  markets  and  the  same 
motley  crowd  of  traders  and  sight- 
seers. Petticoat  Lane  Is  lined  with 
stalls,  some  of  them  covered,  some 
of  them  open  to  the  elemente,  and 
all  of  thim  mounted  on  wheels.  Here 
may  be  found  for  sale  almost  every- 
thing the  purchasing  public  may 
desire,  anything  in  fact  which  might 
be  included  in  a  list  which  stretched 
from  second-hand  underwear  to 
cheap  Jewelry. 

The  old  clothes  man  occupies  the 
commanding  position  almost  directly 
oppoaite  the  great  Liverpool  street 
passenger  station,  and  some  of  his 
prices  would  do  Justice  to  some  of 
the  smart  West  End  shops,  but  prices 
and  sales  are  not  the  same  thing 
in  Petticoat  Lane.  If  the  seller  can- 
not get  his  price  he  Is  always  willing 
to  come  down,  and  if  trade  happens 
to  be  alow,  he  will  mount  a  box  and 
offer  his  stock  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Then  comes  out  the  wit  and  humor 
of  the  throng,  with  the  auctioneer 
usually  leading  in  sarcastic  sallies. 

"Art  china."  fearfully  and  wonder- 
fully made;  men  and  women's  neck- 
wear In  all  the  colors  of  the  rainbow; 
fried  flah  fresh  from  the  skillet;  pic- 
tures, framed  and  'unframei^,  Ico 
cream  and  shaving  powder,  with  a 
liberal  assortment  of  hair  brashes 
and  suspenders;  money  belts,  Mons 
ribbons  and  the  Inaignla  of  '  every 
regiment  in  the  British  army,  these 
and  a  thouaand  and  one  other  thlnga 
line  the  street  on  each  side,  their 
leather-lunged  sellers  pausing  only  In 
their  appeals  for  trade  to  make  the 
necessary  change. 

Not  far  from  tl(e  Lane  proper  Is 
the  "livestock"  market  as  they  call 
it,  In  Club  Row.  Here  one  can  buy 
some  of  the  best  dogs  that '  have 
mysteriously  disappeared  from  the 
faahlonable  sections  of  tho  city  dur- 
ing the  previous  week.  Sunday  morn- 
ing is  the  great  day  In  Petticoat  Lane 
and  its  environs,  for  while  all  com- 
modity stores  in  I.iondon  are  closed 
on  that  day.  the  I^no  is  allowed  to 
operate  freely  without  Interference 
from   the   police.

FWter  Herby  Ling,  the  founder  of 
gwedlah  exerctoe^  coaoeived  all  this, 
perliaps.  when  he  openea  hto  gym- 
naatto  InsUtutes  in  Stoek&cdm  over  a 
century  ago.

which  consist  of  routlon,  bending  and

;  over  a  string  or  horse,  deep*' breathing 
and  balancing  the  weight  first  on  one 
foot  and  tbea  the  other,  complete  a 
aerie»  of  exercises  which  are  progres- 
sive, physiological  aad  productive  of 
health  and  strength. 

L«rge  hips  are  unsightly.  They 
'  throw  your  figure  quite  out  of  pro- 
portion and  so  ruin  your  chance  for 
gfacefulness.  Exercises  to  make 
them  nonnal  may  be  taken,  Just  as 
with  your  neck.  Lie  flat  on  the  floor 
or  upon  a  hard  mattress,  palms  pUnt- 
ed  downward,  straight  at  the  sides. 
Hold  the  knees  up  for  a  few  min- 
utes and  the  heeto  close  to  the  body. 
Then  with  a  quick,  suddsn  movement 
thrust  the  legs  back  straight  and 
flat,  point  the  toes  downward  and 
etretch  Just  aa  hard  aa  you  can.  By 
this  meana  there  to  not  a  muscle  from 
the  knees  to  the  tip  of  your  toes 
that  to  not  brought  into  Play.

He  would  naturally  net  feel  so  dO' 
pressed  at  thto  information  and  a 
holiday  in  the  country  would  most 
likely  appeal  to  him  ito  the  best 
method  Of.  euro. 

Finally,  had  he  gone  to  a  doctor 
conversant  with  tho  most  recent 
work  on  heart  disenae  the  Army 
work— 4ie  would -have  fared  dllfer- 
ently  again.  7%to  doctor  would  have 
Itotened  to  hto  heart  and  it  he  heard 
the  murmur  in  question  would  cer- 
tainly have  discounted  It  He  woui^ 
have  dismissed  the  idea  of  heart  dis- 
ease at  once  and  he  would  not  have 
devoted  much  time  to  talk  about 
nerve  weariness.  His  main  preoc- 
cupation would  have  been  to  find  out 
what  Illnesses  the  patient  had  suf- 
fered from  recently.  And  when ,  he 
waa  told  "Influensa"  he  would  have 
said  that,  influensa  being  a  curable 
distase,  the  symptoms  would  very 
soon  go  away  of  themselves— except, 
perhaps,  for  a  time  in  wet  weather 
or  during  periode  of  stress  and  strain. 
Two  Schools  of  Doctor* 

^ow  It  to  quite  evident  that  we 
have  here  a  fundamental  difterence 
of  attitude  which  is  of  the  first  im- 
portance to  the  public.  One  school 
of  doctors  views  what  are  called 
"systolics  murmurs"  gravely;  another 
sehool  walta  scarcely  to  view  them  at 
all.  One  dootor  would  send  a  man 
with  such  a  murmur  to  flsh  and 
shoot.  anoth-)r  would  send  him  to 
his  bed. 

Perhaps  we  shall  arrive  at  some 
understanding  of  this  difference  if 
we  think  of  the  manner  In  which 
hedrt  troubles,  'so-ealled.  usually 
arise.  It  has  been  known  for  gen- 
erations that  rheumatic  fiver  tended 
to  produce  heart  dtoease;  it  haa  atoo 
been  recognised  for  very  long  that 
every  convaleeeent  tram  a  aevere 
ilineaa  showed  eigne— breathlessness 
and  ao  on — which  were  more  or  less 
indtotingulshable  from  the  signs  com- 
monly supposed  to  point  to  heart 
troubto. 

Was  there  a  oonnection  between 
these  two  phenomena?  There  was: 
and  the  war  revoaied  It.  Let  a  man 
oontract  malaria  and  not  be  cured 
of  It  He  will  tend  to  become 
broathloss  on  aserUon,  to  have  giddy 
attaokg  and  other  signs  of  ex- 
haustion. He  may  develop  a  systollo 
murmur.  The  samo  thing  will  occur 
if  he  gets  dysentery,  or  trench  fever, 
or  even  influensa.  But  now  treat  him 
thoroughly  for  hto  matorto  and  get 
him  rid  of  it  Hto  "heart  symptoms" 
wni  dmppeor.  Tile  samo  thing  ap> 
pltea  to  ^^roeatery. 

A  ml*  at  onee  emerg**.  So  long 
a*  tho  man  remain*  poisoned,  so  long 
will  ho  show  tho  symptoms  of'heart 
trouhto":  whaa  the  poison  to  olim- 
Inatod  the  symptoms  go  away.  "Wo 
avo  abto  with  a  degree  of  asaurMieo 
to  auggeat  that  If  malaria  and  dy**a*

opens  and  fills  with  blood.  It  then 
shuts  and  expeto  the  blood.  One  set 
of  nervas  determine  Ita  opening,  an- 
other aet  its  shutting.  The  openers  are 
probably  oloaely  oenneeted  with  tho 
aenses,  the  sense  of  sight  of  hearing, 
of  touch,  and  so  on.  Thus,  when  a 
call  for'  effort  arises  it  is  trannnitted 
at  once  to  the  openers  of  tho  hoatt 
whieh  aet,  causing  that  org*n  to 
dltate  and  flU  with  blood  to  a'gr«at*r 
extent  than  normaL  The  result  to  a 
larger  output  of  blood  at  the  nOtt 
'^boat,"  and  so  a  more  vlgorona  ciron« 
latlon  to  enable  the  man  to  respond. 
The  public  knows  thto.  and  the 
phrase  "My  heart  stood  still"  to  the 
proof.  The  heart  does  stand  atiU 
when  a  violent  stimulant  comes  along 
—in  order  that  it  may  fill  fuller  with 
blood. 

Korve  Poisoning 

But  thto  working  at  higher  pressure 
than  normal  meana,  of  course,  a 
greater  expenditure  of  energy.  So 
that  if  a  man  la  so  "nervous"  that  his 
heart  stands  still  at  the  slightest 
provocation,  he  will  tend  to  live' In  a 
state  of  constant  exhaustion. 

This  probably  to  the  key  to  our 
puasle.  If  it  be  assumed — and  there 
to  a  good  scientific  backing  for  the  as- 
sumption— ^that  the  poisons  of  dto- 
ease act  upofi  the  nerves  which  open 
the  heart  and  make  these  nerves  un- 
duly excitable,  then  every  call  for 
effort  will  be  responded  to  by  the 
poisoned  person  in  a  manner  more 
vigoroua  than  Is  necessary.  He  will 
"Jump  when  the  door  bangs,"  and  he 
will  exhaust  himself  very  easily.  Hto 
heart  will  soon  tend  to  show  signs  of 
weaknees.  Moreover,  wet  and  damp 
weather,  by  exaggerating  the  excita- 
bility of  hto  nervous  system,  will  in- 
creaae  hto  dtotress.  What  to  called 
his  "field  of  reponse"  will  be  nar- 
rowed, because  he  will  have  used  up 
all  his  reserves  on  the  merest  trifies. 
He  will  consequently  be  breathless 
after  efltorts  which  occasion  healthy 
peopla  no  trouble. 

Manifestly  the  best  hope  for  this 
man  M  to  be  rid  of  hto  poison.  The 
next  best  hope  to  increase  the  whole 
tone  and  health  of  his  body.  To  treat 
hto  heart  is  only  to  palliate  matters. 
But  if  the  poison  tends  to  die  out  of 
Itself— as  the  influensa  poison  dees — 
then  hto  ease  to  good.  As  the  poison 
dies  away  the  symptoms  will  die 
away  also.  He  will  recover — unless. 
Indeed,  he  has  in  the  Interval  become 
obsessed  with  the  idCA  that  he  has 
heart-dtoease,  that  mysterious  and 
terrifying  condition. 

It  to  well  that  the  public  should  fol- 
low  this  modem  line  of  thought,  be- 
cause only  by  doing  so  will  it  be  able 
to  check  intelligently  the  dicta  of 
tho  eonaultlng  rooms.  There  is  no

These 
coins  will  some  day  have  to  be  ro- 
platsed.  But  the  government  will  not 
commence  Ita  purthasea  until  the 
present  demand  tor  silver  hasabated 
and  that  may  not  be  for  some  years. 
Furthermore,  It  Is  hardly  to  be  e^t- 
pected  that  tho  government  win  l»o 
able  to  complete  Its  buying  In  a  year 
or  two.

The  AmerlcAn  Government  has  Just 
recently  completed  Its  war-time  ship- 
ments to  IndU  of  silver  from  melted 
dollars,  as  authorised  by  the  Plttman 
Act,  and  Director  of  the  Mint  Baker 
haa  disclosed   how  thousands  of  tons 
of  the  meUl  were  hauled  from     the 
Philadelphia .  mint    to   San    Frmnclsoo 
In    spaeUl   tralna   guardedly   armed 
men    without    loss   of    an    ounce   and 
without   genei^l    knowledge      of      the 
procedure.      Eighteen    of   these   treas- 
ure trains   made   the  trip  acroaa   the 
continent  In  the  12  months  ended  last 
April    28    with    the    sUver      like     big 
bricks  piled  high  In  each  of  the  five 
express   care     composing     a     speoUl 
train.     Two  men  with  automatic  pis- 
tols at  their  hips  and  aawed-off  shot- 
guns  on    their    laps   sat   In   each    car, 
and  later  guarded  the  secret  transfer 
of  the  bare  from  train  to  ship  at  San 
Francisco.

"I 
do  not  think,  however,  we  are  likely 
to  get  much  satisfaction  from  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works.  .  Mr.  Car- 
veil.  I  don't  think  he  will  readily  be 
persuaded  to  alter  his  position.  You 
Will  remember  when  he  was  in  Vic- 
toria last  Fall  with  the  other  Minis- 
ters he  passed  up  a  meeting  with 
Victoria  citlsens  when  he  knew  that 
the  drydock  and  other  matters  were 
to  be  discussed.  Whether  he  passed 
It  up  deliberately  or  not  has  been 
disputed,  but  I  am  Inclined  to  think 
he  did.  and  by  so  doing  he  has  of- 
fended the  city.  I  think  It  Is  about 
time  to  show  we  mean  business  In 
this  proposition,  and,  if  necessary.

"We  would  prefer  to  see  the  drydock 
la  private  control,  but  we  have  ttade' 
•o  many  efforts  to  interest  private 
capital  In  the  plan  that  we  constdared 
It  was  about  time  at  this  eleventh 
hour  to  concentrate  our  Are  on  the 
Government.  If.  however,  a  private 
concern  should  come  out  In  the  open 
befora  the  negotiations  are  complete 
and  stete  that  it  la  ready  to  go  ahead 
I  think  the  delegation  would  be  well 
advised  In  aealng  that  nothing  was  - 
done  to  Interfere  with  Ite  purpose." 

"I  am  in  a  position  to  know  that 
the  situation  as  It  affeote  private  en- 
terprise In  this  dryVeok  propositioa 
is  nothing  Uke  li  was  a  short  time- 
ago,"  said  Mr.  Bpratt.  "Right  now  a 
company  Is  Just  abeui(  praparad  to 
build  a  drydock.  and  Whether  or  not 
it  locates  in  Victoria  or  Vancouver  is. 
Immaterial  to  It  at  present.  The  con- 
cern of  which  I  speak  la  a  British 
contracting  company  with  the  moat 
solid  Bnanctal  backing  and  the  high- 
est business  repntetlon.  I  was  telk- 
Ing  to  one  of  Ite  agente  only  a  short 
time  ago,  so  I  happen  to  know  a  t«w 
things  about  the  coynpany's  position. 
I  am  told  thM  one  of  the  Company's 
principal  officials  Is  ceminr  to  the 
Coast  in  the  course  of  the  next  couple 
of  weeks,  and  it  will  probably  be  then 
^lat  definite  plans  will  be  made  re- 
garding Its  drydock  plans.  As  I  have 
said,  the  company  at  present  does 
not  care  whether  It  locates  in  Vic- 
tOMa  or  Vancouver.  Birt  If  Victoria 
sends  a  delegation  to  Ottewa  urging 
the  Government  to  build  the  drydock 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  private  parties, 
then  I  contend  that  such  action  will 
be  prejudicial  to  this  otty's  best  la- 
terests.  This  company  to  WhiOh  I 
refer  will  naturally  teke  H  that  thki 
city  Is  Opposed  to  private  enterprise 
building  the  drydock  and  the  com- 
pany will  Only  naturally  select  Van- 
couver as  a  site  for  its  project." 
WatooOM  Private  Ci^ltal 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Jameson.  J.  .Carl 
Pendray  and  J.  O.  Cameron  spok^  on 
the  Question  with  special  regard  for 
the  attitude  o^  private  enterprise. 
They  argued  that  while  they  'w^uld 
prefer  to  see  private  capltel  behind 
the  project,  the  building  of  the  dock 
by  the  Government  appeared  to  be 
the  only  solution  of  the  difficulty. 
Mr.  N.  A.  Yarrow  said  that  private 
enterprise  would  be  weloomad  at  any 
stege  In  the  aagotiatlons. 

Mr.  SpraU  suggested  that  the  com- 
munication to  the  Oovamment  urg- 
ing the  building  of  the  drydock 
should  contain  the  provision  that 
Government  action  was  desired  "fail- 
ing the  enllatAaht  of  private  enter- 
prise."

Aid.  Sargent  and  represenutlvcs  ft 
the  Great  War  Veterans'  Association 
felt  that  there  was  a  need  for  united 
action  on  the  part  of  every  organisa- 
tion in  Victoria  to  pull  h%rd  for 
speedy  action  in  the  drydock  Iss^e. 
They  were  confident  that  with  saffi-

Commodore  Engineer  J.  Thaw, 
Who  Came  to  This  Coast  in 
Danube,  Dies  'After  Short 
Illness.  * 


with  the  death  yesterday  of  Mr.  J. 
Thaw  there  passed  a  marine  engineer 
who  hew  the  record  for  longest  »c|- 
vico  m  the  C.  P.  R.  coastal  vesBels. 

Mr.  Thaw  served  first  in  the 
Thames  Iron  Works  and  later  went 
out  to  the  Orient,  where  he  was  in 
the  coasting  trade  for  about  ten 
years.  Then  the  C.P.R.  bought  the 
Danube,  later  the  Salvor,  and  Mr. 
Thaw  came  over  with  her  to  this 
Coast.  The  boat  was  later  bought  by 
the  C.  P.  N.  and  operated  by  that 
concern,  the  engineer  remaining  with 
the  vesseL  When  the  Danube  went 
baek  to  tl\e  C.  P.  R.  when  the  rail- 
way compaliy  bought  out  the  C.  P.  N., 
Mr.  Thaw  went  with  her.  and  he  wag 
an  employee  of  the  company  from 
1992  until  a  short  time  before  he 
died,  holding  the  position  of  commo- 
dore engineer.  Of  the  C.  P.  N.  en- 
gineers Mr.  Thaw  was  the  only  one 
remaining  on  active  duty. 

When  the  ^Princess  Mary  was  com- 
pleted at  Paisley  It  was  Knglneer 
Thaw  who  went  ft  the  Old  Country 
to  bring  her  out. 

Mr.  Thaw  had  been  on*  all  the 
hoate  of  the  coastal  fleet,  and  was 
chief  on  the  Royal  when  ha  was 
taken  111.  The  statements  of  the 
veteran's  friends  when  they  heard 
that  he  had  passed  away  at  his  home 
In  the  October  Mansions  Indicated 
the  esteem  In  which  they  held  him.

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The  Empress  of  Russia,  brlnclng  ■ 
home  58  officers  and  1,466  men  from 
Biberla,  will  arrive  at  William  Head 
toiilght  with  two  cases  of  smallpox 
tyid  one  of  scarlet  fever  on  board 
among  the  troops.  Word  reached 
local  military  authorities  here  yester- 
day afternoon  at  2:30  that  the  boat 
would  reach'  Quarantine  Station  at  6 
o'clock  tonight.  The  names  of  the 
stricken'  men  have  not  been  received 
from   the  ship. 

Following  out  quarantine  regula- 
tions, the  troops  will  be  held  at 
William  Head  for  fourteen  days.  The 
men  will  be  put  under  canvas,  which 
will  be  ready  (or  them  as  soon  as 
they  arrive.  If  further  cases  are 
found  after  the  boat  reaches  here  the 
quarantine  will  be  two  weeks  follow- 
ing the  discovery  of  the   last  case. 

Until  the  Empress  reaches  William 
Head  tonight  It  will  not  be  known 
whether  the  liner  will  have  to  be  held 
in  quarantine.  If  the  authorities  de- 
cide that  no  danger  will  result,  the 
vessel  may  be  allowed  to  go  her  way 
while  the  troops  remain  in  quaran- 
tine. 

The  T.  M.  C.  A,  will  probably  be 
asked  to  •fso  into  quarantine  with  the 
men  and  endeavor  to  keep  them 
happy    during    their    enforced    delay.
